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TArinXii  \\w  rci-ii  of  i^nvrn  I':ii/.;il)ctli  in  May,  when 
liait lioloiiic w  (io^iiold  and  vnyaL^cr^  cut cictl  amoiii^  the 
firc-lc  ot  islands  wliidi  protrctcd  the  I>ay  Ironi  the  tcMnpcst- 
U(Uis  ocean  llicy  had  cro>>t'd,  and  >ailini:-  upon  the  smooth  waters 
he  caUcd  "(io>nol(r>  I  lope"  entci'cd  the  mouth  ol  the  Aen>lniet 
(([uiel  water)  ii\('r  hetween  the  low  headland>  ot  (Mark's  Neelv 
and  Seontiiul  Neek,  they  heheld  a  scene  ot"  natural  heaiity,  of 
hrii:ht  \\ater>,  meadow  and  runnini:'  hrook,  i:"ro\e  and  forest 
N\hich  meriti'(l  the  name,  iiiNcn  to  it  a  century  and  a  halt  later, 
ol        t  rini  re II . 

Sailiiiii'  noithward,  alonii'  the  ea-teiai  >hore,  wi-re  to  l)e  seen 
the  >h»pe^  of  the  Neek  e\t iMidi iil:'  into  the  hay,  across  the  rocks 
ot  Aniiclico,  where  later  urew  the  Indian  corn  cadtivated  hy  the 
white  man,  and  the  hluff  at  the  point  was  crowned  with  a  urove 
of  cedai',  surroiindinLi  the  lu^Ncr  failinii"  s|)rini:  of  watei-  in  the 
l)a>in  on  the  rock,  which  sprini:'  still  icmains;  ncai'  hy  was  the 
steep  hluff,  wh()>e  surface  in  after  years  hecame  a  fahlccl  spot  of 
liidini:-  of  the  treasure  of  Cajjtain  Kidd,  while  at  its  northern 
I)ase  the  sparkliui:'  waters  of  W insai:ans(M t  creed-:  joined  the 
Aiaislmet  :  on  the  north  sliore  of  the  cove  tiie  sandy  heacli  was 
hroken  where  \\'es( juam(|uesset  (crooked)  ereek  allowed  the  tide 
eoursinir  into  Ilerrini;-  river,  to  return  int(^  the  l)ay  ;  westward 
along  the  line  ol  mar>h,  sandy  heach,  and  around  the  rocky  point 
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of  Xolscol  llie  innor  harbor  opciu'd  to  \  i(>\v.  IIci'c  the  iii)l:iiul 
sloped  «ziii(luiilly  to  tlic  oast  with  meadows  and  uro\'es  ol  oak, 
cedar  ami  pine.  Xoar  halt  the  way  from  Xolseot  point  to  the 
marshes  a  liltK'  I'reelv  entered  the  river.  I^'rom  this  creek,  the 
laml  rose  ste:idily  until  the  rocky  eminence,  ol  the  Meetinii," 
House  Hill  ol  later  days,  was  reached.  l^'rom  the  mar>hes  on 
the  river  front  the  ascent  of  this  hill  \\a>  .steep.  Aloni;-  the  line 
of  the  shore  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  the  marshes  extended  north- 
ward, to  and  around  the  outlet  ot  the  stream,  in  colonial  days 
called  Ilerrini:"  ri\('i";  and  >lill  northward  to  the  Point  were 
mar>he-<  heyond  which  lay  a  succession  ol  uplands  and  low  lands. 
From  the  waters  ol  the  Isle  ol  Mai'sh  rose  the  locky  clift,  con»- 
j)anion  ol  the  rocdc  ol  Xolseot.  Around  the  IsU'  of  Marsh  the 
ri\cr  crept  northward  until  lost  in  the  lorcvsl.  This  land  the 
Indians  called  Sionticut. 

The  reception  ol  the  Nisitors  liy  the  nati\('s  was  friendly  and 
hospitahle,  as  one  ol  the  Noyaiicrs  w  rote  of  their  \  isit  that 
Ciosnold  was  met  hy  "men,  women  and  children,  who  witli  all 
courteous  kindness  entertained  him,  Lii\inL:-  him  skins  ot"  wild 
beasts,  tobacco,  turtles,  hemp,  artilicial  striuLls  coloured,  and 
.such  like  thiniis  as  they  had  about  them." 

The  re))ort  of  this  \  isit  must  liaxc  become  widely  known, 
and  the  Piliirims  at  IMymouth  knew  W(dl  of  the  Icitile  mea(h)ws, 
the  \voode(l  shores,  the  (piiet  walci's  abounding:  ii»  tish,  aiul  the 
land-locked  harbor  with  deep  chamud. 

At  the  DcH'cmber  s('>>i()ii  of  the  Li(Mieral  court  in  ]()',\\)  some 
of  the  "old  coineis"  jimouLi"  the  Pilnrinrs  made  J'C now  ii  their  s(dcc- 
tion  of  t)lantati()ns  lor  themselves.  Auioul;"  the  selections  made 
Nvas  one,  desiiiuated  as  •'the  second  place,"  which  included  the 
locality  called  by  the  Indians  ' 'Scout  icut and  then  occupied  by 
them  under  their  chiel  ^^'esame(|uen ,  known  to  the;  i'iliirims  as 
Mubsasoit . 

On  Xovcmber  21),  11)52,  A\\\same(juen,  and  his  son  A\'amsulta, 
at  iST'\v  IMymouth  executed  a  deed  of  "all  the  tract  or  tracts  of 
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land  ly'mn"  tliroL'  miles  eastward  tVoin  a  I'wvv  called  Cuslienagg, 
to  a  eeitaiii  liarhor  called  Aeoaksett,  to  a  Hat  vovk  on  the  west- 
ward side  ol  the  said  liarl)()r"  ******  ''with  all  the 
ri\  tM  >,  creeks,  meadows,  necks  and  islands  that  lie  in  or  heforc 
the  >ame,  and  from  the  sea  upward  to  iz'o  so  hiuh  that  the  Kniilish 
may  not  i)e  amioyed  by  the  hunt i ni:"  ot  t he  Indians,  in  any  sort 
ot  their  cattle.  Ami  1,  Wesamecjuen  and  W'amsutta  do  promise 
to  rem(we  all  the  Indians  within  a  year  from  the  dale  hereof  that 
do  li\e  in  said  tract." 

This  deed  was  siiiiied  hy  dohn  Cooke  and  dohn  ^\'inslow, 
and  W'amsutta  made  his  mark  to  the  >anie. 

IMie  conveyam-e  was  made  to  (lostMiior  W  illiam  Bradford 
and  olhei's  who  were  de>ii:nated  as  "the  purchaseis  or  old- 
comers.''     It  was  later  di\  idcd  into  thirty-lour  shares. 

The  laud  couNcyed  included  the  territory  now  known  as 
^Vestport,  l)artnioulh,  New  Bedford,  Acu^hud  and  l''airha\'en. 

in  the  year  li»')(),  rlohn  Ku>s(dl  M-lllcd  in  Dartmouth  at 
lvu>scll  .MilU.  In  liili-t  he  purcha-ed  the  thirty-fourth  share 
owned  hy  (  iipl.  Miles  Slandish  in  tin*  laud-,  houiiht  of  Massasoit. 
John  ('ookt',  llic  l)oy  who  cauie  over  in  the  Mayllowcr  in  1()2(), 
who  sii^ncd  tile  deed  oi  puichase  and  wa>  the  owner  of  one 
thirty-lourth  pait,  setlle(l  on  th(!  east  side  of  the  Acu.>hiu't  river, 
at  Ox  lord. 

()nduneS,  HKll,  l)artnu)ulh,  then  known  as  Pona<;ansctt, 
W'esti)ort,  known  a>  ('oakx'lt  and  New  liedlord,  Acushnet  aiul 
l^'airhaven,  kiu)wn  ;is  Aeu^heua,  were  i ncorpoiated  as  the  town 
of  Dartmouth.  Hy  the  act  of  dune  ."),  Kifl.S,  tin;  hciunds  of  this 
tow  n>hip  were  established. 

'I'he  tir>t  representative  from  the  town  of  Dartmouth  to  the 
(ieneral  Court  at  Plymouth  was  John  Kusxdl,  ut  Dartmouth; 
*  and  the  tir>t  represcntal i \'e  to  this  (Ieneral  Court,  livinii'  in  that 
part  of  Dartujouth  now  known  as  b'airhaven,  was  John  Cooke, 
ivusstdl  and  Cooke  were  the  onl}'  repieseutat i ves  from  Dart- 
nu)Uth  for  more  than  twenty  years. 
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The  township  of  1  )arliii()iith  suUrird  Lircat  h).sH  of  life  aiul 
(lestrue-tion  of  })r()pc'rly  chuiiig  Kiiiu'  Fhili|)"s  war,  and  in  1(17;') 
was  destroyed. 

As  a  })hu'e  of  refuue  and  defence  the  settlers  of  the  township 
had  eonstriieted  tlircH;  i^arrisons  or  wcxxh-n  forts.  Kn^scirs  i^ar- 
risoM  was  on  the  north  s'kK'  ol  the  Apponaiiansetl  river;  one 
garrison  was  on  Palmer's  inland  in  the  Aeushnct  ii\'er:  and 
Ccxjke's  garrison  Nvas  at  ()\lord  Nillagc  on  the  north  >ide  of 
C'oggeshall  street . 

The  settlers  had  also  hnilt  hloek  houses  to  which  they  might 
retreat  in  different  parts  of  the  town-hip.  Henry  Sampson  was 
(nw.  of  the  original  proprietors  of  the  grant  fi-ian  the  Indians  and 
at  one  time  owned  all  of  the  land  >itnati'(l  sonih  ot  the  location  of 
th(^  tracks  of  the  OKI  Colony  Ivailroad,  extending  soiilheily  to  the 
sea,  and  easterly  trom  the  ri\'er  to  ciooked  i  rcck.  liy  the  >lioi'e 
of  this  tract,  and  near  tln'  location  ot  the  lieacon  for  many  years 
were  the  remaiirs  ot  an  old  tort  thai  had  done  >er\  ice  in  the 
Indian  war.-^.  (  )ne  ol  ihe.-^e  Itlock  lioir-e>  wa>  huilt  in  1  (').");)  on 
Sconticut  Neck  near  the  Mattapoi-ett  Uoad,  and  near  thi'  log 
house  of  Thomas  l\)pe,  and  not  tar  di-lanl  Irom  his  gri>t  mill. 
It  was  while  seeking  to  reach  ('ooke'>  i:arri>on  iroin  the  settle- 
ment on  Sconticut  Neck  in  liiT;")  that  a  man  and  woman  hy  the 
name  ot  Pope  were  nmrdered  hy  the  Indian--  ncai-  the  1  rog  pond, 
at  the  pi'csent  location  ol  the  .--oulli  >ide  ol  Spring  street,  wot  ol 
^\'al^ut  slrei4.  At  thi>  time  the  hou>e  of  John  Cooke,  situated 
a  little  to  the  south  ol  the  pre>ent  Oxford  schoolliou>e,  was  de- 
stroN'ed.  flohn  Cooke  died  in  liiil.'),  and  his  gra^ve  at  (J.xford  has 
latcdy  heen  marked  hy  a  houlder,  taken  from  tin;  bed  of  tin; 
Aeushnet  and  now  hearing  upon  its  polished  face  a  hron/e 
tahlet. 

For  many  years  after  the  death  of  King  Philip  in  IdTO  the 
settlers  had  })eaee. 

On  Novend)er  lo,  It)!!!,  \\'illiam  Hiadlord,  the  deputy 
governor,  conveyed    hy  deed   the    lands  ac(iuire(l    hy  (ioNcrnor 
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Bradtord  from  Massasoit.  Many  of  the  propriL'tors  of 
the  land  aiMjiiiiiHl  hy  this  (Icfd  settled  within  the  liinils  of  the 
present  town  of  I'airhaxcn. 

'The  coloni-t^  for  niany  y(>ars  did  liItU'  nioi-e  than  (dear  away 
th(?  forest ,  cnh i\ ate  the  soil,  and  itniUl  their  homo  and  their 
\f-xds  fi-oni  the  tind)er  they  cut  npon  their  land.  They  were 
fainier->ailors,  e(|nally  at  home  npon  land  or  walt-r. 

Thomas  'I'alter,  om^  ol  the  })nreha^er>  Irom  William  l)rad- 
ford,  also  reei'i\ed  l>y  dei'd  Ironj  his  lather-in-law  ,  John  ('ooke, 
\o\  .  S,  lf)S2,  one  sixth  part  ol  one  >liai'e  ol  the  land  honiiht 
from  Ma>-^a^oit,  and  het-anie  one  ol  the  lari^ot  land  ow  ntns  with- 
in the  pre>ent  town  limits.  lli>  hon-e  ha\ ini:'  lut-n  hnrned  hy 
the  Indians  in  1(57,')  he  hnill  a  >tone  liou>e,  located  to  the  west 
ol  the  road  allerward  known  a^  Adam^  >treet.  The  nia>>i\e 
ehimney  of  this  house  \\a>  --tandinLi  nntil  a  short  lime  aiio.  In 
17l)p  Philip  TalxM",  >on  of  Thomas  Tahi-r,  sold  to  William  Wood 
the  tract  ol  land  from  North  sticel  to  Spriiii:-  street,  and  from 
Adanrs  strei't  to  the  ri\'er,  inclndinu;  within  its  hound-  his  home- 
stca.l. 

January  il,  17l\'),  a  way,  four  rod-  with',  was  laid  out  from 
the  luidiie  at  the  ln'ad  of  the  river,  pa-t  the  "McetiiiLl'  house 
liieen,"  at  the  Partini'  \\'ays,  to  the  Kochester  line. 

rp  to  this  time  only  lorest  paths  coiniectcd  the  settlements, 
at  Scontieul  Neck,  Naskatuld^et  and  Kocliester,  with  the  one  at 
and  around  the  II(>adoftlie  Ivixcr.  l-'ehrmiry  2"),  172S,  a  road 
was  laid  out  from  the  southwest  corner  of  Sir-am)ah  Ilathaway'.s 
orchard,  iu)w  known  as  I  )ahrs  eorner,  the  di\  idinu' line  hetween 
Aeushiud  and  l-'airhaven,  and  passinix  south  past  the  wolf's  hole 
at  the  side  ol  the  road  now  to  the  south  ol  Wood-ide  cemetery, 
and  the  shop  of  Thomas  Nye,  whieh  formerly  siood  at  the  an^lc 
'of  the  road  north  of  the  residence  of  lulward  A.  Dana,  to  the 
hrook  near  the  residence  of  /eruiah  Wood,  north  of  the  present 
llutt leston  avenue. 

It  was  near  the  east  line  of  this  road,  a  little  south  of  the 
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pi'i'scnt  ( )xf()r(l  sclioollioii^c,  and  lu^ar  tlio  well  l)y  (he  road  that 
the  house  oi  flolm  (.\)()lve  was  once  hn'alecl,  and  tlie  .site  of 

uhieli  another  house  was  l)uilt  and  afterwards  known  as  the 
l)arthoh)niew  AVesl  hous(\ 

Mai'i  h  'M),  1730,  a  road  was  laid  out  from  near  the  i-esidenee 
of  ('apt.  Lenund  Poj)e  (h)wn  Sronlirut  Neck,  for  a  ilistanee  of 
nearly  a  niiU;  and  a  half.  This  road  connected  with  the  Head  of 
the  Kiver  road,  which  passiuLi*  the  orchard  of  Susainiah  Hathaway 
coiuiected  with  the  Kochcstcr  roa»l  at  the  Partinir  Ways.  The 
date  of  the  layout  of  the  Head  of  thi'  liiNcr  road  is  not  deliuitcdy 
known  Itut  wa>  prol)al)ly  hetwiHUithe  year>  ol  17l'")  and  17'JS. 

.March  7,  17i)i),  a  r.)ad  \\a^  laid  out  lioni  the  residence  of 
('apt.  Lenuu'l  Pope  \ve>t  w  ai  d  lo  the  drittway  that  led  from  Isaac 
I'ope'.-^  to  Henry  Samp-ou's  tann  and  homotead.  This  road 
followed  n('arly  the  prt'>i'nt  com-e  ot  Spring-  >treet,  east  of 
Kotch  street  to  \\'a>hi niitou  street,  and  the  driftway  followed  a 
>outli woterly  cour>e  to  near  (ireen  >ti-eel  on  Ceidri!  street, 
then  \\c'>t  and  >()ulh,  aloui:,  the  pi'esent  (Jreen  street,  across  the 
present  lot-ation  ol  the  railroad:  and  throuiih  this  farm  wood.s 
roads  led  to  tin'  >lH)res  oti  the  wot  and  >outh.  This  Henry 
Sanip>on,  the  descendent  of  the  l^iliirim  •'old-eoiner"  of  the  >anie 
nauu',  wa.>  iujprov  ident  ami  ha\ inn  nuirt Liaized  lai  ni  in  sec- 
tions tinally  sold  it  entire  to  John  Macy  in  diseharL^e  of  debt 
dune  2.),  174  1.  March  'Jii,  17  1.'),  a  road  was  laid  out  fi'oin  near 
lienjamin  r)los>om\s  at  Na.>katucket,  and  pas^inii'  north  and  norLh- 
woleily  connei'ted  with  tln^  Kochesler  road  on  tin;  m)rth  of  the 
l-'ruMids'  meetiuLX  house,  and  lu'ar  to  the  Pai'tini:  Ways.  A  ))art 
of  this  road  has  been  di>contimnnl  and  a  |)art  i-  now  known  as 
the  New  r)o>ton  Koad,  which  is  connected  with  the  north  part  of 
the  old  layout  hy  a  new  la}'out. 

Such  was  tlu'  settlement  and  de\(dopment  of  this  part  of  the 
township  of  Dartmouth  when  ()et.  20,  17()(),  I^lnathan  Pope;  con- 
veyed to  Noah  Allen  twenty  acres  of  land  from  the  railroad  on 
the  south  to  the  north  line  of  the  hluff  ahout  half  the  distance  he- 
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twccii  Spriiii,^  and  Washington  streets,  and  Ironi  the  v'wvv 
cast  t(;  a  line  one  hall'  the  distance  between  William  and  Main 
streets.  Upon  this  tract  the  oldei'  pari  ol  ihe  xillaLic  was  laid 
out,  and  it  was  calhul  ' 'Fairhaven." 

On  Dec.  I'J,  ITliO,  William  Wood  deeded  to  KInathan 
I'ddriili:'!'  a  trac-t  of  six  acres  ot  land  at  the  Point,  and  it  was  called 
Oxford.  The  try  works  and  oil  sheds  at  the  southeast,  corner  of 
the  ( )xford  purchase  wore  reser\'ed  Iroin  this  conveyance.  This 
deed  convcycMl  all  the  land  wot  of  tlx^  east  line  of  Cherry  street 
and  >outhof  Noith  street.  At  the  southwest  coiner  ol  the  twenty 
acic  puiH'hase  were  also  located  tr\'  kctlles.  'i'lie  nicmhcrs  of 
l)olh  >eltlement>  were  eniian'cd  in  the  whale  ti-heiy.  ('oinmuni- 
c-alion  lielwcen  the  upper  and  lower  NillaLics  was  had  l>y  tlu; 
drift vvay  up  ('entre  sheet  to  the  way  leadiuL^  past  lOlnathan 
l*o|)e's  dwclliiiL:'  lioir^e,  near  llie  pic^-ent  >i»ulheast  coriu'r  of 
Ivoteh  and  ^priiiL^-  streets,  and  ca>lward  lo  llie  Head  of  the 
l{i\'er  road,  and  hy  the  road  leadiiiii"  to  Zeniiah  Wood's,  aud 
Uread  and  Cheoe  lanc^  (Norlh  street)  lo  the  I'oiul  al  ()\f()i(l. 

At  the  hcLiinninir  of  the  rcNolul  ionary  war  lhe>elller>  turned 
their  attent  ion  to  pi  i\ ;iteei  ini:"  wilh  c\ idenl  success.  A  success 
which  hrouiiht  ili-a>tei'  to  ihe  town>hip  on  hoth  sides  of  the 
Acushnet  riser  in  177.S.  May  ."in,  17(».'),  ,)o>i'ph  Kot<-h  had 
houiiht  Irom  I'dnathan  Pope,  the  ciiihty-six  acri':^  of  land  lyini:; 
het  ween  the  twenty-acre  puichasc  of  .\oah  Allen  on  the  \vest, 
Summer  .street  on  the  ea>l,  Sprint^  sticel  on  ihe  north  and  the 
railroad  location  on  the  south.  The  deed  contained  the  fol- 
lowini;-:  ''Always  oxci'ptinir  ye  drift  way  that  uoes  throuiih  the 
same  from  my  house;  to  ( 'alel)  ('hurche">,  and  ye  opi'U  wa}-  that 
goes  from  ye  Driftwu}'  to  ye  Town  lot;  also  a  Diiftway  from 
where  ye  old  worchousc  formerly  stood  to  one  of  ye  wa\'s  in 
•  ye  Town  lot."  Xo  development  of  the  tract  had  been  made 
pi'ior  to  17!K),  when  the  })roprietors  of  the  t  wc'nty-aci'c  j)urchasc 
laid  out  Main,  Middle,  Oentre,  Union,  Water  and  \\'ashington 
streets  within  their  tract. 
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III  the  caily  part  of  177,'),  the  erect  ion  ol  a  fort  was  hcLiiin  at 
Nolscot  point  by  the  eompaiiy  ol  Conliiienlals  under  eonnnand  of 
(^ipt.  l^enjaniin  1  )illiniiiiani,  and  it  wa^  two  years  in  huildinir. 
In  177S  the  fort  had  eleven  iron  eainion,  nionnted,  a  wcdl  sup- 
plied inaiia/ine,  and  a  uarrison  of  thirty  two  men  under  eoni- 
niand  of  (  apt.  Tiniotliy  Iniiiahani. 

Tliis  fort,  until  alter  the  attack  of  the  l*>iiti>h  in  177S  was 
without  a  name.  Seekinii"  to  de>troy  the  --hippinLi-  in  the  harhor, 
two  friiiates  of  the  Hiiti^h  Ih'et  under  command  ot  Ma  J  cneral 
(iray,  .>aih'(l  into  the  harl)or  on  Saturday ,  Septend)t'r  177s,  and 
landeil  troops  on  the  New  liedtord  .-hore,  at  ('larks  ('o\e. 
Tlioe  troop>,  dotroyini:  the  tort  wliith  had  two  cannon, 
mounted  on  ('laiks  Ne(d<,  and  liiirnini:-  and  >ackini:'  the  \  illauo 
of  Tx'dford  a>  they  pa>>-ed  north  l»y  the  ( 'ounty  road  to  the 
Head  ol  the  Ki\er,  continued  down  on  the  l"'ai iha\ en  side,

the  now  tanious  \\'e--t  liihle.  It  >cem>  an  unmerile(l  reward 
for  her  heroi-m  that  the  faithlul  >ei\ant,  Hannah  Soi^ii,  who 
carried  Mr.  \\'e>t  from  the  hurninLi'  huiidiiiLi  >hoidd  lier>elf 
thirty-lour  yi-ar.^  later  he  one  ot  the  poor  whom  tin;  town 
of  Fairliaven  >hould  rec-ei\e  in  chai'iic  from  the  town  of  .New 
Bedford. 

Aft(M'  (h'stroyini:"  the  store  and  the  schoolhouse  and  the 
house  ot  /erinah  Wood  the  troops  pa>>e(l  down  to  Sconlicut 
Necd^,  and  the  la>t  houx'  they  \i>iti'd  was  that  of  John  \\'e>l, 
whose  son-in-law,  Achus  Sisson,  was  a  .^Iioul:  tory,  hut  at  that 
time  iiad  lied  to  tiic  liritish  provinces.  The  hou-e  was  s))ared, 
alllioui:h  the  farm  was  plundered,  and  moic  than  a  century 
afterwards  the  house  still  >tood  ;  oidy  the  chimney  iu)W  remains. 

On  Sunday  evenini:-,  Septend)er  (!,  177S,  the  troops  landed 
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oil  (lie  Fairli:i\  eii  shore;  north  ol"  ihc  lorl ,  niul  hciiaii  to  destroy 
the  xillauc  They  were  met  hy  scxcral  liniidrcd  iiiiiiiitcnicii 
under  eoiiiiiiaiid  of  Maj.  Israel  Foariiii:',  and  put  tolliiiiit.  As 
they  ret  reated  they  visited  the  fort,  w  liieh  had  heen  ai)and()iie(l 
l)y  the  militia  on  the  landiiiL^-  ol  the  r)riti>h,  and  hurned  the 
hai'iaeks,  spiked  and  oNcrturned  the  eannon  Irom  their  earriages 
ami  hioke  oft  their  trunnion-,  and  eoin[)letely  di>mantled  the  fort. 
The  loll  wa^  speedily  rebuilt,  as  on  .Ma\  I'.i,  ITSO,  "the  dark 
ilay,"  the  tort  li:id  heen  rotcucd  and  \\a>  then  iiarrisoiKHl  with 
one  hundred  ( '( »nt ineiilals.  l"\ir  the  hrascry  ot  tlu  ir  commander 
the  tort  \\a-  called  l^'oit  h'eaiiiiLl.  llow  lonu  thi>  name  remained 
i>  not  known  a>  in  the  deed  trom  Jelliio  Allen  to  W  illiam 
Kiis-c'll,  Maiih  l\  17S|,  in  the  de>cri  |)t  ion  i-  included  the  state- 
ment "ot  the  point  called  NoUcol  on  whii-h  l'\>il  Plxcnix  now 
-tand>".  'I'he  clo-im^-  ol  the  war  >oon  hiouLiht  prosperity  to  all 
the  \  iUaL^cs  on  1  he  A(ai>hnct . 

l"'cltitiary  i^i,  17^7,  the  town  ol  NCw  l)edl(»ril  was  set  off 
from  1  )art  mout  h,  and  iiichidcil  the  pir-iiil  town-  ol  Acu>hnet 
and  l'\iirha\ en  and  the  cily  of  New  r.cdlord.  In  171)')  llu; 
\illai:('>  ol  l"\ai rha\ (Ml  and  ().\lord  wcic  comiei-ted  hy  a  bridge 
aeros>  llerriiii:  river  and  the  layout  ot"  Main  -Ireet  north  to  North 

street.  In  1  7:m;  t  he  old  t  ol  1  I  )ridi:c  between  New  liedtoi'd  and 
Kaiiliaven,  cro->ini:-  I''i>li  i-laiid  and  Tojie-  i-land  N\a.s  built. 
Alter  it>  con-t  lint  ion  I'^ai  rha\  en  \illai:*'  Li'aiiied  nioii'  rapidly  than 
()xloi-d.  'rhi>  bridi:-e  wa-  pailially  dotroyed  in  I.S07  and  was 
then  iH'built  in  a  more  >ub>tanlial  manner. 

In  .\pril,  171I.S,  was  tormed  the  a--ociatioii  which  built  the 
Fairiiaven  Academy  buildinii-  on  .Main  >treet,  and  Tn  which  the 
most  important  school  in  the  town  wa--  conducted  until  l-S.ii). 

Political  differences  between  the  citi/cns  of   New  liedford 
.  and  l'airha\en  had  reached  such  a  condition  that  the  stroni:-  sup»- 
[)orters  ot  'Thomas  deffei-son  on  the  I''airha\eii  >id(^  souLi'hl  separ- 
ation j  which,  though  strongly   oppo>('d   in   the  (ieneral  Court, 
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rt'siiltcd  ill  the  incorporation  ol  the  town  of  l^'aiihavcn  Fchruary 
22,  1H12,  and  incliidcd  the  town  ot  Acnslmct. 

This  victory  of  tlio  "(\)rsic:ins/'  as  the  tory  cK'nicnt  in  New 
licdtord  derisively  caHcd  tlic  citizens  of  Fairhaven,  was  duly 
(•(dehrated  hy  the  tirst  authentic  celehration  of  I'ourth  of  duly. 
The  day  was  celebrated  at  the  Head  of  the  Kiver,  hy  the  readino- 
of  the  Declaration  of  1  n(le})(Midence,  siniiini:"  of  an  ode  composed 
hy  1/ieut.  IIiMiry  Whitman,  T.  S.  Xa\'y,  an  oration  hy  .James  L. 
llodl^es,  Iv-ij.,  of  Taunton,  d(di\ercd  at  the  nKH'tini!'  house,  and 
followed  hy  a  dinner  at  Amos  Pratt's  tavi  rn,  near  the  Head  of 
the  lvi\'er  hiidue.

June  IcS,  is  12,  ( \)iiLrre>>  had  deelared  war  aiiaiii^l  (J real 
lirilaiii.  Soon  the  news  ariixcd  that  on  Aul:ii--1  IM'i,  (he 
lii  io  \\'a>|),"  ol  I'ai rha\'eii ,  on  a  NoyaLl'i*  to  I /u  ei  pool,  had  been 
captured  l»y  the  Hriti-h  cutter  "  l-'ari  Sj)eMcer/'  taken  as  a  [)ri/.e 
to  Cork,  and  the  crew  >ent  as  prisoners  to  IMynionlh,  I'jiLiland. 
Thi^  wa>  war.  l''airha\'en  i)repared  to  act  it-  part.  The  lir>l 
ael  N\a>  to  rai-'C  troops.  In  Scpteniher,  IMJ,  a  company  of 
reLiiikir  militia  wa>  formed,  with  John  Aldeii,  Jr.,  a-,  ("aptain, 
and  a  company  ol  \  olunteers  wa>  aUo  foruH'd,  w  ith  do>eph  Uales, 
Sr.,  a>  ( 'aptain. 

A  mud  foit,  mounting:  six  iruns,  wa>  huilt  on  \a)\v  Kocks, 
the  lediic  lately  to  the  -outh  ol  I'^orl  street,  with  the  barracks  to 
the  west  near  the  cedar  i;rove.  It  was  iiarri>oiie(l  by  tin;  ''Se;i 
Fencible>,"  with  \\'iHiain  (ioi'don  as  Captain.  On  the  rock  of 
Meelini:-  Iloir^c  Hill,  now  blown  away  that  ('entre  street  may 
conui.'ct  Main  and  William  >lreel>,  were  mounleil  (wo  cannon. 
Under  the  old  ( 'onureuational  Church,  now  Pho-nix  Hall,  the 
sotith  entrance^  was  used  as  a  mai:a/.ine.  The  I'nitc^d  States 
garri>on  at  Fort  l*h(enix  was  ac(i\'e  in  puttinu:  e\(M-ylhinii-  in 
order  to  defcMul  the  harbor,  as  this  fort  was  the  towoi-  of  .strength 
to  wliicli  tlio  citizens  on  both  sides  of  the  river  looked.  Al(;n<r 
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Chirks  Cove  iiiul  aioiuul  the  shores  of  darks  Point  were  sta- 
tioned the  vohmteer  eoiupany  from  the  Head  of  the  lviv(;r, 
eoinniamh'd  hy  Captain  Kcuhen  Swift.  liecruitini;-  olhccs  were 
opened  at  l^i'att's  ta\ern  at  the  Head  of  the  Kixcr,  at  the  iiarii- 
son  at  the  fort,  and  on  \\'ater  stieet  in  the  N  illaLTC  In  ISl  i  the 
t\'ar  of  in\a>ion  had  i^iDwn  >o  stronii"  that  at  a  town  niectinL:-  hehl 
Auuu>t  2,  IM  l,  tht'  snni  of  $1,200  was  Noted  to  i)e  raised,  "for 
tlie  payment  oi  aihlitional  wau"es  adowi'd  the  (hafted  and  t'nlisted 
militia  of  said  town,  and  other  expenditures  of  defenee." 
Nathaniel  Stetson,  a  eili/en  of  the  town,  re>i>led  the  imposition 
of  a  tax  of  $11. airain^t  his  property  lor  >neh  a  pnr[»o^i',  and 
a>  the  eollet'toi'  >old  the  ehai>e  and  harnes>  ol  the  deliiKpient 
ta\'pa\cr,  he  appeah'd  to  the  ('onrt^  lor  redre->  and  ohlained  i( 
h\  ha\inL:'  the('onrl  in  July,  1  s  1  ti,  dv-dart'  that  under  the  laws 
as  they  then  exi>le<l,  "To  ^ixc  additional  waives,  in  order  to 
eneouraLic  >neh  as  may  he  dialte(l,  may  e\ inee  the  sen>e  ol 
daiiL^er,  and  the  patrioti->ni  ol  a  town;  l»nl  it  does  not  fall  within 
an\'  dnt\  impox'd  hy  law,  and  it  i-^  not  eertain  th.it  it  could 
produce  any  \aluahle  end,"  and  that  the  ie\y  n»ade  was  ilU'i^al. 
As  a  I'c-ull  ol  thi>  <leci-ion  I't'LiartlinLi  the  t;ix  le\y  ol  the  year 
isll,  at  the  annual  town  mceliuL:  held  Apiil  7,  1<S17,  ii  was 
\-oled  "to  I'cfund  the  whole  ol  the  counly  and  town  laxt's  for  the 
N'car  IMl  to  each  indisidu.il  that  h;i>  paid  llie>aine,  toiielher 
with  all  leiial  expen>e>  that  has  (xa-urrecl  in  collectinu'  the  >ame," 
and  "that  the  collector  is  to  di>conlinue  collectinLi'  the  count}' 
and  town  tax  for  the  year  IJSI  L"'  On  Septemher  2.S,  l.sl  l,  the 
local  militia  had  heen  increased  h\'  the  additioiT  of  /)()()  soldiers 
fi'om  the  towns  in  tlu^  luuth  part  of  the  county,  who  were.'  sta- 
tioned aloni:'  the  coast  line.  These  preparations  to  resist  the 
enemy  were  effectual  and  Fairhaxcn  did  not  suffer  from  invasion, 
hut  from  the  los>  ol  its  shippini:',  captured  as  prizes,  and  the 
hlockadinu"  of  its  port  pii'xcnted  the  carryiuLi"  on  of  its  commerce 
and  tisheri(\s. 

Beside.s  the  Aet  of  fJune  17,  17i^(!,  aulhori/ini:-  the  huildinir 
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oi  11  loll  l)riili:x'  owv  the  Anislnu't  ri\'c'r,  on  June  :l-2,  l.so  t,  an- 
other Aft  was  passed  incorporating"  Sannicl  Honlcn  and  otlici's 
as  '''riu3  Pr()[)rictor.s  of  Crow  Island  Hridiio,"  aikl  "onipowercd  to 
erect  a  l>rid^e  from  the  easliMly  >ide  ol  Crow  Island,  in  Aensh- 
nct  ri\-er,  aforesaid,  to  Faii'haven  \illai:i',  in  the  town  ot  New 
l)odtoitl  aforesaid,  a  few  feet  south  of  the  dwellini:"  ot  the  widow 
Mli/aheth  Adams,  to  the  land  ot  the  said  Sannud  Horden."  d'his 
hridiie  w  as  "to  ha\'e  a  draw  of  at  lea>t  t  w cnt y-eiiiht  feet  in 
width,  which  draw  >hall  he  raided  up  tor  all  \esscds  without  toll 
Ol"  l»a\',  durini:'  day  linlit  in  each  day."

.\o\c'ndiei'  li),  iM'i),  a  road  was  laid  out  from  opposite  the 
hoirse  of  John  Taher,  the  late  residence  ol  (Jeori^e  II.  Tahei', 
ea>leily  to  lio-ton  Hill.  Tlii-  road  i>  ofteu  callcil  the  Mill  road 
a>  it  led  to  the  i^ri'-t  mill  at  Na>katuckt'l  ncai'  the  present  pump- 
ing" >tat  ion. 

In  IM  1  ,)o>eph  Wdieldcn,  for  many  years  one  of  IIk^  Select- 
men of  I-'ai  rha\ en ,  and  a  reproental  i\'e  in  the  (it'Ueral  ('ouit, 
huilt  a  >tone  cotton  factory  on  the  Acu>linet  rixcr.  ahout  a  mile

8c>pteml)er  23,  IS],"),  the  i^reat  <rale  and  aceompanyinu  hiijh 
tide  did  ijreat  damage  to  property  in  I''airlia\'en. 

The  toll  ))ri(liie  hetween  New  Bedford  and  Kairha\en  was 
-W<  pt    awa}'.     The    hridife  to.  and   the  Jiope   Walk   lipoli  ('row 
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Island  were  destroyed.  Tlic  Imildinu"  eontaiiiinii'  tlie  records  of 
the  town  from  Fel)ruary  2'2,  LSI 2  was  swept  from  the  wharf  and 
{\\v  records  destroyed.  The  hridii'e  aeross  llerrinu'  river  formin<i: 
a  pari  ot  Main  street  \vas  also  partially  destroyed.  The  shore 
line  was  chaiiLiiMl  in  many  plaees  hy  the  terrilie  waves.  ''An- 
lieleeo,"  near  the  south-wot  end  of  Seontieul  I'oint,  whii-h  flethro

Ma\'  l."»,  L'^^n,  Sprini:  street  wa-  laid  out  Irom  Adanrs  street 
to  M;iin  street.  The  eominittee  cho.-en  to  purchase  a  small  farm 
for  the  accommodation  ol  tlu;  poor  May  1'),  l'S2  1,  reported  to  the 
town  meetini;-  thai  they  had  "purchas(>d  a  small  plaea?  of  Xoah 
Spooner  foi"  the  sum  of  li\('  lunulred  and  forty  eigiit  dollars  and 
twenty  cents."

from  Mainto(ireen  street,  ^\'illiam  street  trom  Spriiiii"  sti-eet 
to  the  old  huryinu"  Liround,  W'almil  and  (ireen  streets  from 
Spriuir  street  to  tlu*  south  line  of  William  ivotclTs  land.  The

The 
spirit  of  dissatisfaction  then  exislini:-  between  the  citizens  at  \\n) 
Head  of  the  Kiver,  xvluM-e  in  the  early  yeai>  of  the  towir^hij)  had 
re>ide<l  the  lireater  numher  of  tin;  citi/cn>,  and  those  who  lived 
in  the  lower  \  illage,  resulted  in  the  .separation  of  the  communi- 
ties hy  the  incorporation  of  the  portion  of  the  town  north  of 
DahPs  ( 'orner  as  the  town  of  Acushnet,  Fehruary  lo,  hStU). 

In  ani)ther  chapter  are   reviewed   the   industrial  interest^j 
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which  h;i\'c'  liad  cxistcncti  in  the  town,  and  those  wliich  now  irivo 
(Mn|)h)\  nirnt  to  it-^  ritizcn.-^.  Tho  reooN  crv  iVoni  the  depression, 
disaster  and  sorrows  ot  the  Civil  A\'ar  was  sU)w.  'I'he  town  had 
paid  freely  with  its  manhood  and  its  treasure  to  maintain  the 
Union  and  perpetuate  freedom.  To  the  nuMnory  of  its  iieroes 
it  erected,  in  hSilT,  a  monumt'iit  in  L:raiiite  in  the  l)eantiful 
l\iversi(h'  Cemetery,  whieh  had  h(M'n  liiven  to  the  town  l)y 
^\^lrren  Dehmo,  and  dedieatcd  duly  7,  as  a  public  phice  of 

hurial.

To  this  time  it  had  hccn  maintained  hy  a 
private  eoi'poration  as  a  toll  hridi^c.  (  )ii  the  eoinpKdion  ol 
reeonst  met  ion  in  1870  it  \va>  made  a  free  hiohway  hridiic,  and 
wa.s  thei'eatter  to  he  maintained  hy  the  City  of  .\e\v  l>edtord  ami 
Town  of  Fairh.'iven. 

In  1872,  the  New  Bedford  and  l^'airha\en  Street  liailway 
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Company  Ix'iian  the  constriu-t ion  ot  its  liiui  across  the  l)ri(lue  to 
the  iK'pot  ot' the  OKI  Colony  Railroad  in  Fairliaven.  Later  the 
line  \\a>  extended  to  the  south  end  ot  Fort  street,  and  to  River- 
side cemetery  on  North  >hun  street.  In  18114,  the  motive  power 
NNas  elianLied  trom  horses  to  electricity. 

'I'he  lir>t  newspaper  ])rinted  in  Faiihaven  was  the  ''Bristol 
(la/.ctte."  'IMie  publication  ot  this  pa[)er  was  begun  in  New 
Hedlord  in  October,  1.S08,  as  the  "Old  (Colony  (jazette."  In  ISll, 
the  name  was  altered  to  the  "New  Hedfoi-d  (Ja/etle."  In  1812, 
the  name  was  again  changed  to  the  "Ih'i^tol  (iazette."  eloseph 
(ileason,  ,h-.,  the  publi>her  ot  iht;  paper  trom  1810,  holding 
strong  detl'ei  sonian  views  ol  govermntwit  wv.idv  the  issues  of  his 
paper  unacceptable  to  the  large  proporlion  ol  Federalists  in  New 
liedlord,  and  in  1812  remoNed  the  publication  ol  his  paper  to 
Fairlia\'en  to  gain  th(>  patronage  ot  the  many  l)emoerats  who 
re-ided  there.  In  lln'  i>>ue  ot  h'ebruary  18  1;),  Mr.  (Jleason 
announce^  that,  by  reason  ot  his  appointment  in  tlu;  Ignited 
Slale>  army,  he  ha^  i cl i M( |ui>he<l  the  publit-ation  of  the  papei"  to 
Faul  Taber.     The  pu  I  )licat  i(  >n  ol  the  paper  cea>ed  alter, luly  10, 

18 1;;. 

On  I'\'i)ruary  18,  1871),  the  "Star"  was  tir>t  ])ubli>h{Ml  by 
Oharl(>>  I).  \\^ddron,  al  hi>  home  on  ()\tord  slret't.  This  minia- 
ture lour  [)age  newspaper,  ot  8  ]-'2  inches  by  12  inches  pages,  ;> 
coliinm.-  to  a  page,  w'a>  increased  in  si/e  in  May,  l87*.l,  by  th(5 
addition  ot"  another  cohnnn  to  the  pag(;  and  adding  two  inches  to 
its  length.  During  the  lir>t  year  of  its  e\i>iencc  it  was  enlarged 
three  limes.  'i1ie  >uccess  ot  the  "I^'airhavcu  Stai""  has  l)een  eon- 
slant  and  permanent.  Courteously  l)ut  positively  declining  to 
puldish  any  matter,  either  as  advertisement  or  communication, 
which  may  bi^  (|U(^>t ionable  in  its  character,  or  injurious  in  effcM-t, 
•  it>  publisher  >et  a  high  .standard  of  rcdiabi lily  and  has  maintained 
it.  The  constant  evidence  of  suecess  ot  the  local  newspaper  has 
been  a  sourec  of  pride  to  the  citizens,  for  a  comnuinity  without  a 
progressive  new.-paper  is  lacking  in  an  essential  element  of  civic 


(Ic'vc'lopnioiit.  Mr.  ^VaK]^<)n  has  laitliiully  lived  up  to  (he  motto 
ho  so  long  ago  set  at  the  head  of  tlie  editorial  eolumn,  "Push 
Fairhaven."  The  jMihlieation  of  the  i)ai)er  was  soon  renio\  ed  to 
a  small  l)uilding  on  the  \ve>l  side  ot  Main  street,  near  the  corner 
of  Centre  street,  which  was  entirely  oc-eupied  for  that  puri)ose. 
The  paper  has  heen  increased  in  size*  to  lour  pages  of  111  1-2  hy 
2i)  inches,  and  is  })ul)lished  weekly.  iu  August,  UK) J,  it  was 
installed  in  it>  new  (juarti-rs  in  the  "Star  Building,"  on  the  west 
side  of  South  Main  street,  near  the  i-orm-r  oi  I'\'rry  street. 

in  a  N'illagc   impros cmcnt   as>ociati()n   \\as  I'orined, 

and  which  was  incor[)()ratcd  in  iSSf)  as  the  "FairhaNcu  ImproNc- 
nient  Association."  ("om[)ose(l  ot  men  and  women  loyall}^ 
devoted  to  the  ))ermanent  interests  ol  the  town  it  has  done  eflec- 
tive  work  in  awaktMiiiig  a  spirit  ot  emulation  among  the  citizens 
in  the  care  and  iuiprovement  ol  their  homes  and  property,  and 
from  its  ti'easury  and  hy  the  iiidi\idual  eltorls  oi  it>  meinhers  has 
preserved  and  made  allraetisc  many  natural  teatures.  Tln'ough 
its  instrumentality,  a  drinking  lounlaiu  wa>  erected  at  liridge 
sipiare  ;  the  old  grax'cyard  at  the  soulli  end  ol  William  >treet  was 
transformed  into  a  })leasant  [)ark  :  the  neglected  graNc  of  John 
Cooke  was  protected  and  a  >uital>le  monument  to  his  memory 
and  character  was  erected.  The  load^ido  and  ancient  cemett'i'ies 
have  heen  cleared  ol  thi'  encroachiiiL!-  hir-h  and  hramhle.  The 
success  ot  the  Hathing  Pavilion  and  heach,  conducted  for  many 
years  hy  the  Association  on  the  >h()re  to  the  west  ol  Pri\  ilege 
street ,  and  now  and  during  the  i)a>t  tew  years  as  successfully 
maintained  at  the  attiactivc  shore  and  the  clear  s;ilt  watttr  ueai* 
the  Heacon,  attest  the  appreciation  of  the  pid)lic.  Tlu;  custody 
ot  the  historic  Fort  PiKenix  having  heen  given  hy  th(}  Federal 
(iovernment  to  the  Association,  its  pres(!r\at ion  and  ren(jNation 
has  made  it  an  ideal  spot  for  recreation  or  rest.  The  shatly  gar- 
rison lane  retains  the  horcler  of  cedars  which  sheltered  the 
defenders  of  three  wars,  and  the  mariiu-  \iew  trom  the  rock 
paraix't  is  unsurpassed.

The  hydrant  scr\  ice  in  time  of  tire  is  of  suflicicnt 
pre>>nre  to  di>pcn>i'  with  the  use  of  a  lire  cnLiinc  :  and  the  lire 
dei)artment  scr\ice,  con>i>t  i  ni:'  of  t  wo  ho>e  c-onipanics,  hook  and 
ladder  company,  and  proteitiiiLX  >ociely,  >nppl('nicnled  l»y  an 
elc(  tric  tire  alarm  ser\  ice,  lnrni>h  an  ellicient  piolccl ion  to  prop- 
erty tVom  tire. 

The  liood  order  and  s(>cnrity  of  the  comnmnily  is  such  that 
no  rcLiular  police  de|)aitment  i>  rcipiircd  to  l»c  maintained. 

In  IS!)'),  the  Hoard  of  Sewer  ('( >nnid->ioners  wa>  oriiani/ed, 
and  till'  Shone  >y-tem  of  x'weiaiic  then  under  coii.st  ruct  ion  was 
completed.  Thi>  sy>tiMn  ot  MMVerau'c  has  heen  con>ideraI)ly 
extended  >ince  its  i nt  rc/duct  ion ,  and  Lira\  ity  >eW  ('r>  ha\  i'  also 
heen  laid  in  >uital»lc  localities.  The  ))re>ent  i'xiard  of  Sewer 
( \>mmi>^ioner>  con>i>ts  of  Mldridiic  (i.  i'aull,  (Jeori^A'  T.  Thachi'r 
and  Zeiia^  \\  .  I  )odi:('. 

I^'or  more  than  ten  years  pa-t  the  New  r>e(llord  (Jas  and 
I\di>on  LiL:ht  ('oin|)any  lia>  lurni.-hed  the  (dectiic  cuirent  for 
street  liiihts,  [)ul»lic  huildiniis  and  private  resi(lenc(!s  i1»  the  toNvn. 

In  IMh*),  the  w  idiMiiiiLi-  and  construction  of  a  new  ])ridiie  on 
or  near  the  location  of  the  then  existing  New  IJedl'ord  and  Fair- 
haven  liiidire  was  authorized  hy  an  act  of  the  leiiislat ure.  This 
act  has  i)een  followed  hy  numerous  additional  acts,  and  the 
mammoth  and  magniticent  structure,  seventy  feet  in  w  idth  is 
nearini:-  completion.     For  the  acconnnodat ion  ot   the  travellini^ 
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puMic  it  has  Ixh'ii  con.striictctl  in  :i  iiianiior  that  but  sliglilly 
intnlcrcil  with  travel. 

The  hiyoiit  of  new  streets  and  the  extension  of  oKler  streets 
(hiring-  the  past  tiMi  years  has  o})ene(l  up  hirue  sections  of  the 
tow  n  for  huihlinii'  pur[)()ses,  and  many  new  buihliniis  have  been 
eon>t  riicted. 

While  the  sewcraire  of  the  town  was  satisfactorily  taken  cure 
of  hy  the  systems  employed,  the  surface  drainau'e  of  the  hiuhways 
presented  a  serious  prohlem.  In  ISIK),  the  town  abandoned  the 
system  of  earinii  for  the  hiiihways  under  the  direction  of  hiiihway 
surveyors,  and  created  the  ollice  of  Superintendent  of  Stnu'ts.  A 
s\>lematic  plan  lor  the  iri'adini:'  of  the  streets  \\a>  adoptc>d,  and 
ha^  Ix'cn  followed  with  succe»,s.  In  hSlM),  Mr.  Henry  II.  Rollers 
wa'^  a|)pointed  superintendent  of  streets,  and  he  appointed  Mr. 
.lohn  I.  liryaiit  a>  a->i>taiil  supcrinteiuK-iit ,  and  thoe  ixentlemen 
still  till  the  >ame  ollice^.  Ourinii'  the  pa>t  >e\en  years  a  l;irij,e 
numbi-r  oi  mile^  ot  block  pa\('(l  i:utter>,  Liranile  curbed  side- 
walks and  niaeadaini/ed  road  bed  Ikinc  been  constructed,  and 
moi'e  than  three  miles  ol  bloek  pa\'ed  street^  Iklnc  been  laid  by 
the  I'nion  Street  Railway  ('ompaiiy  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
ditions oi  a  contract  made  with  the  town. 

\{  the  lime  of  the  const ruc-t ion  ol  the  ( \>i:ii-cshall  street 
bridiie  lh(^  i)ortioi»  of  the  town  larin  situated  to  the  west  ol  North 
Main  street,  iiu  ludinii  the  Almshouse,  was  sold.  In  l(Si)t,  the 
town  j)urcha>cd  another  site,  lot-ated  on  the  south  side  of  \\^ish- 
ini:t  on  st  I'cet ,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Scoiilieut  .\eck  road, 
rpon  this  land  in  ISHl  the  town  built  the  picseiit  .Vluishouse,  a 
wooden  buildinii,'  of  two  storic^s  in  heiiiht,  and  admiiably  ar- 
ranged for  the  care  and  comfort  ot  its  inmates. 

The  town  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  benefactions,  in 
Addition  to  the  Nvater  supply  and  [)erfectly  constructed  hiuiiwjiys. 

In  l<S?5r),  it  received  fioin  Mr.  Ilemy  II.  Rollers  the  gift  of 
the  Rogers  School,  ;i  substantial  structure  of  brick  with  terra- 
cotta  oriiamcnlation,   and   a   model  of  school  architecture.  In 
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1803,  \v;is  rocoivod  the  <2:ilt  of  Anne  I^.  l^onjainiii,  Caia  Ivooors 
Duff,  Mary  1  IiUt Icston  lvi)ii\'r.s  aiul  Ilcm y  II.  Uoi^crs  Jr.,  of  the 
inau'nit'u'ciil  Miiiic-ent  Lil)rary,  \\ith  its  trcasuri'  ot"  hooks,  in 
nu'inory  ot  their  sister,  Millieeiit  ( J  iftord  Ko^ei's.  No  more  e\_ 
(juisite  and  tasteful  nieniorial  etliliee  eouM  ha\'e  heen  (Uvsii»ned. 
This  nohh^  <:ift  has  been  en<h)\ved  l)y  Mr.  Henry  II.  Uo^-ers  with 
a  fund  of  one  hundred  thousand  (h)llars  deposited  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  C'onnnonwealth,  and  with  ownei-sliip  of  the  Fii'w- 
haven  Waiter  \\^)rks  from  wineli  a  permanent  income  is  assured. 

I"'roni  the  incorporation  of  the  town  in  1 S 1 2  to  the 
town  did  not  [)ossess  any  pul)lic  huihlini:  lor  the  ai-commodat ion 
of  the  oliicers  and  business  affairs  of  the  town.  The  town  meet- 
ings had  heen  ludd  in  vai'ious  places.  l"'rom  1 S  IJ  to  IN  1  7  they 
Were  hehl  in  the  oM  .Methodist  Church  at  the  Head  of  the  Riser, 
from  ISIS  to  IS.")!  in  the  ohl  ( \)ni:rci:at  i.  .nal  Church  at  the  ll(>ad 
of  the  Ki\('r;  from  to        l  in  the  old  Aca(h'my  huildini;-  on 

Main  street,  from  1 S I  I  to  1S')S  in  the  Tow  n  Hou>c  on  North 
.Main  street,  which  was  huiU  in  isl,")  and  (h'stroyed  l)y  lire  in 
l<S;')cS,  from  l«S5i)  to  iSiH  in  Sawin*>  Hall  on  William  street,  now 
th(?  Ad\'tmt  ('hurch.  I-'rom  IStH  \n  \s\)\  ihey  wtu'c^  held  in 
Pli(cni.\  Hall.  In  ISHl,  the  town  received  from  :\li>.  Ahhie  \\ 
Kouers,  the  wife  of  .Mr.  Henry  H.  K'oiicrs,  ihi'  nift  of  tht;  Town 
Hull,  one  ol  tln'  linest  specimens  oi  ei\ic  arcliitcctui'c  in  New 
iMiLi'land.  The  e.xterior  is  of  l^'rench  (iothic  >lyl(',  the  lower  por- 
tion of  liraniti',  >urmounted  hy  a  >t  met uic  of  hi  ick,  with  elab- 
orate ornamentation  in  terra  cotta.  The  lowci'  is  furnished  with 
an  illuminated  clock,  and  a  lari^c  bell  ol  decpjind  m(dlow  tone. 
The  lower  lh)or  is  di\i(h'd  into  apartment-  for  the  accoimno(hit ion 
of  all  the  oflicial  (h'[)artments,  and  a  lariic  and  aihnirably  ap- 
pointed hall  for  public  meetiniis  is  located  on  the  sec'ond  lloor, 
w  ith  a  smaller  hall  for  general   i)ublic    u>es  on  iln'  lower  lh)or.

tor  wlioiii  the  Lodii'c  was  ikiiikmI.  'Idiis  Iiuihlin^  is  a  no1al)h' 
addition  to  the  pnhlic  and  pii\ate  edilices  in  the  town.  'I'he 
health,  as  well  as  the  pleasure  and  comcnience  ot  the  residents 
has  heen  con>i(h're(l  hy  Mr.  Henry  II.  KoLi-eis,  in  now  a(hrmi»' 
a  ureMt  physical  feature  to  the  possessions  ot  the  town  hy  the> 
ohlitei'ation  of  Herring'  river,  or  the  Mill  Pond  aN  it  has  heen 
known  for  many  years,  and  in  its  place  crcatinu-  an  ain[)le  park, 
will)  a\enues  niakinii"  access  to  tlu;  surroundini:'  [)oitious  of  the 
town  more  ccuncnient. 

The  citi/ens  sustain  a  munher  ot  oruani/at ioirs  for  the  as- 
si>lance  of  the  j)oor,  the  (Micou rairement  of  education,  tlie  pi"o- 
motion  (»t  the  l)U>ine>s  interests  of  the  town,  and  ot  athletic 
sports,  and  the  enjoyment  of  nni>ic.  Amoni:-  them  may  he 
namcil  the  I''airha\en  Poor  Society,  I'Mucational  Art  ( "luh,  Fair- 
ha\(Mi  nusiiic>^^  Asxx  iation,  h'airhaNcn  Mutual  Aid  ( 'orporat ion, 
I'^iirhaxcn  N'etci'an  A>>ociation,  I''airha\i'n  Men'--(Mul),  the  h'air- 
ha\'en  and  the  Atlas  'I'ack  P)a>(>  Pall  cluh-,  the  >e\'eral  ( 'ycle 
cluhs,  and  the  r'airha\'en  P)and. 

The  i)i'e>('iit  popular  recr(\ition  ot  noil  playiuL;  is  pi(unoted 
1)\'  the  Fairhascn  (loll  cluh,  which  was  oriiani/.ed  in  May,  11M)(). 
In  the  Sprini:'  of  PJOl,  the  did)  >ecured  a  lea^e  of  the  l)ext(!r  and 
TahtM- estates  on  the  \\('>t  side  of  Noith  Main  >li'eet,  a  little 
south  of  lvi\-er>ide  Cemetery,  and  extcndini:'  to  the  Acushnet 
riviu",  c-oinprisi nu:  ahout  \  \  acres  of  rolling  land  ada})ted  to  a  golf 
course  of  >i\  holes,  which  wa>^  laid  out  hy  David  Findlay,  the 
golt  professional .  These  links  are  cousiderccl  very  sporty  and  a 
fair  natural  coin'se.  During  the  prex-nt  season  of  llMi;'),  tlie  ('lul) 
has  added  o  tennis  courts  on  the  land  on  the  east  side;  of  North 
Main  street,  opposite  to  the  links.  Dui-ing  the  season  of  P.M)2, 
5Ir.  Dexter  huilt  for  the  CMuh  a  delightfully  located  (Muh  House 
on  the  top  of  Dolly  Hill,  where  formerly  stood  the  old  grist 
wind-mill,  overlooknig  the  entire  course,  and  connnanding  a  line 
view  of  the  Aeushnet  river.

THE  FIRST  CONGREGATIONAL  CHURCH 


T^A  I  IvI  I A  \' l']N  was  oriiiinall  y  a  portion  ot'  the  ancient  to\\n  of 
^  1  )artnioiilli,  wliieli  was  incorporated  in  1(1(11,  and  included 
aUo  tlx'  pre>eiit  city  ot  New  lu'dlord  anil  town-  ot  1  )arl month, 
W'e^lport  and  Acnslmet.  Tlie-^e  were  the  days  ol  the  Puritan 
theocracy  in  New  I"aii:land  and  the  church  which  was  estahlished 
when  the  Puritan  })ione(>r  >ettled  a  new  town  wa>  j  )iact  icall  \'  as 
much  ot  a  Stale  church  as  thouiih  it-.  mend)er>  had  li\('d  in  Ivo- 
man  Catholic  1'^ ranee  or  had  heen  alliliattMl  wiih  the  Lulhei'an 
Church  ot  (iermany  or  the  Aniilican  ('hurch  ot  tlieii-  I'ormer 
home.  'I1ii>  state  ol  aHaii>  hy  no  meairs  receiNcd  j)lacid  a>seiit 
throuiilioul  N\'W  I'jiLiland.  On  the  (.-ontrary,  in  no  corner  ot  the 
Lilohe  has  ther(>  been  a  more  scethinix  ierinent  ot  intellectu:il  and 
iheoloiiical  contrctX'ersy  than  ha>  suri^i'd  alonii"  oui-  wa\e-l)eat 
shores.  The  early  settleis  ot  old  Dartmouth  seem  fo  have  heeu 
somewhat  at  variance  with  the  prevailini;-  ndii^ious  i(h'as,  for  it 
was  over  thirty  years  after  the  i ncorpoiat ion  of  the  town  that  a 
eluireh  of  the  reiruhir  or(h'r  was  estahlished,  w  hicli  was  done, 
aeeordini:' to  tradition,  in  IdlK),  after  the  town  had  heen  des- 
oliilcd  l)y  Iviiiij;  Philip's  W'ai'  and  pointedly  criticised  for  not 
sup|)ortinL:-  public  worshii)  in  the  u>ual  way. 
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TIr!  truth  is  that  probably  a  considcrabh*  portion  of  the  ])oo- 
ph'  were  (Quakers.  The  rhurfli  just  rotcMMCtl  to,  was  hx-atcd  at 
till'  Hcad-oi-tlH'-KiNi'r,  where  the  Acu^hncl  ((Mnelcry  now  is,  anil 
to  lhi>  >pot,  one  ot  the  choicest  tor  mihvs  about  lur  the  dreamers 
ol  a  .suuiuier's  altornoon,  where  the  lathers  re>t  bi-m.^ith  the 
shaih'  oi  wl\isperini;-  pines,  the  peoph'  ol  the  old  colonial  days 
Hocked  troui  the  rcLiioii  roundalxxil .  it  \\a>  nearly  a  century 
lati'r,  ITl'l,  that  the  people  ol  l<\-iirha\ t-n  NiNaiii!  formed  a 
church  of  iheir  own.  In  that  year  wa^  e^!al)li>luMl  the  Second 
('hurcli  ol  ('hii^l  in  New  licdford,  now  ihe  ( 'on^ri'Liat  ional 

("hurch  in  I"\airha\ en.  At  that  time  New  In'dford  included  l-'aii- 
ha\i'n  and  Acushnet,  thcM'  three  tow  ii^  lia\  ini:  been  >et  off  from 
Dartmouth,  and  the  name  "Second  (  hui-ch"  i--  douhtless  used  to 
di-t  iniiui-^h  the  chui'ch  Irom  the  old  clnii'ch  at  the  I  b'ad-ol-t  he- 
Ki\t'r.  The  lollowini:  names  were  >ii:iied  to  the  co\'enant  : 
Lemuel  W i Miaiii'^,  lieiiiamin  ('huich,  Jolm  Aldeu,  Munice  I'ad- 
(l(K\  IMioche  Jenne,  Abigail  Church,  i\elniah  ( 'hurch,  Lli/alH'th 
Landers,  r>elhiah  Delano,  Sally  Aldcu,  Ibilh  Shearman,  Latience 
Jenue,  Jeremiah  .Mayhew,  Naac  Tompkin-,  Alicl  House,  Leiiiiy

'I'hc  minister  who  tollowed  Mr.  (ireene,  liev.  Doi-rall  Lee, 
has  courteously  hut  al)solut(dy  retu-e(l  all  inlormation.  The 
pulpit  was  next  supplied  hy  \lvv .  William  II.  lirodhead,  who 
was  tollowed  hy  the  present  ))astor,  Kev.  b'i-ederick  H.  Lyman, 
who  iiraduated  at  Amherst  ('ollei^e  in  lsi»7,  Ilartloi'd  TIk;- 
ological  Seminary  in  IIMIO,  and   wa>  ordained  at    Kairha\'en  in 
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that  year.  I>iirin^'  Mr.  Lyman's  })ast()rate,  extensive  ini})rove- 
nients  have  l)een  niach'  to  the  \  e>try  ot  llie  church  editice  and  tlie 
chin\li  has  iiiven  nianitest  e\i(.lences  oi  increasing  activity  and 
u>etnhie>s.  ( 'hangcs  many  and  great  have  \  i>ilcd  this  church 
during  llie  more  than  a  century  of  its  history.  The  congrega-

'The  Centif  ( 'ougregat ional  ('hurch  was  oi-gain/e(l  altout  the 
year  Lsll,aiid  hegan  with  good  pro-peels.  '{"he  ihurch  edilice 
was  tM'ccted  in  the  y<'ar  ju.-t  menlii)ned  and  was  afterward  sold  to 
the  Methodi>t  l"]pi-copal  ('hurch  which  iu)\v  oc(Mipie>  it.  The 
churc-h  disl)antU'd  in  LS-p.i  as?  it  hecame  e\idenl  that  such  action 
Nvas  wisest  for  the  [)r()niutioii  of  the  cause  of  religion  in  the  c;om- 
nuinity.

11,  1  s;;:!,  a  meet  iui:'  ol  >id  >scri  1  teis  to  a  lund  lor 
huildiuLi'  a  church  was  held  at  the  icsidence  of  (apt.  Warren 
Delano.  On  Dec.  7,  I-Sol',  the  Wa-hin-lon  Street  Ohri-lian 
('liuiih  w  as  ori:anized  at  the  house  ol  ldi/al»elh  Adams,  and  on 
l)ec.  K),  the  hnildini::  on  the  cornej'  ol  W'ashiuLiton  and  W  almil 
streets,  which  was  occupied  hy  the  .society  until  1!M)2,  was  ded- 
icated, l-dder  William  11.  Taylor  was  the  lirst  pastor.  In  1831, 
ihi're  was  a  liieat  acces>i()n  ol  memhers,  eii^hty-six  unitin^"  in 
thai  year.

'i'he  eo>t  of  elearini!"  land  today  hy  mamial  labor,  the  uk^u 
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workinii'  ten  hours  ;i  diiy,  ^ives  .some  ideii  of  the  vahio  of  ch'.-irod 
land,  and  liiiiiishcs  sonu'  concopt ion  ot  what  ihocarl}'  sctlh'r.^  had 
to  (h)  In  put  it  in  condition  to  I>e  culti\at('d. 

A  ri  i viuii"  luuc,  ,John  ( 'ooko  sidcctcd  as  his  hoiucstoad,  th(^  laud 
now  cnihracod  in  the  uorth  part  of  the  town.  huilt  his  house 

on  that  portion  of  liis  homestead  nearly  ea>t  of  Mr.  John  II. 
Ilowhimrs  house,  and  to  the  ea>t  ol  Adams  street.  Al)out  one 
thou-and  feet  west  of  his  house,  toward^  ihe  Aeushuet  ii\'er,  he 
luiih  a  hh)(  k  hou-e  as  a  phu'c  ot  protection  from  llie  Indians  ;  the 
l)h>ck  hoir^e  wa^  prohahl\'  h)catiMl  on  that  spot,  l»ecau>e  ot  its 
pro\inMt\'  to  a  >prinLi'  of  water  tliat  wouM  aftiu'd  them  ;i  >uj)ply. 
d'hc  foundation  of  the  hh»c-k  Ii(»usi3  w  ;i>  h'\(dh'd  some  year>  aLlo  ; 
it  i>  iu-t  nt)r(h  of  Ilowk-ind  road,  whih'  the  >|trini;'  is  to  the  si>uth 
ot  it. 

IhiriuLi"  Kini:"  Philip's  war,  John  ( 'ookc,  w  ith  his  family  ami 
tho-c  li\inii  in  the  \iciiiity,  t()t)k  refuLic  in  the  hlock  liou->c,  and 
wei'e  >a\('d  from  the  ma--acre,  Imt  lixc  ot  his  people  wiu'e  killed, 
anioiii:-  them  John  ('ooke's  nephew  and  his  wife. 

Ml'.  John  II.  How  land,  who  i>  the  owner  of  the  land  on 
which  the  Mock  hou^e  wa>>  huilt,  ha>  Lic'uerously  deeded  the 
lii^tcuic  spot  to  the  Impro\-ement  A>->ocial  ion  of  I  he  town,  thus 
emuiatim:  the  uohle  spii  it  that  is  inlluencinu  many  ol  our  wealth}' 
nu'U  of  the-e  tiuu's,  when  more  wealth  is  Liivcn  in  public  doua- 
ti(Mi-,  than  couM  liaxc  cNcr  entere(l  the  mind>  ot  the  oiiiiiual 
M'ttler>  that  this  country  would  e\(M'  possess. 

.\s  one  stands  on  the  >\)ot  today  on  which  his  house  ^vas 
located,  he  sees  a  heautiful  \  alley  lyini:"  to  tlu'  east,  where  are 
iiearl)'  tifty  houso  altordiiiL:'  liome>  to  the  present  occupants  of 
llu>  land.  .V  L'ood  deal  ot  it  is  ^^('ll  cultivated,  and  allords  a 
pleasiui:  siiiht.  To  the  west,  is  seen  the  Acushnet  ri\'er  upon 
w  ho>e  western  hank  have  hiHui  erectccl  the  ii'reat  cotton  mills,  the 
hum  of  whose  husy  mac  hinery,  with  more  than  a  uiillion  s[)in(lles, 
can  he  pkiinly  h(>ard  as  it  spins  and  wea\'es  the  cotton  and  con- 
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V(>i(s  it  into  iiicrchaiilaltli'  lDrin>,  l"urni>liiiiL:"  iMiij iIon  iiu'iil  to  iiiaii\' 
tliousaiuls  ot  in(lii>t rious  workincMi. 

'i'lic  locat'u)!!  is  an  ideal  one,  and  rrllccts  rrcdit  on  the  judir- 
incnt  ol  fJolin  ('ooke  tor  lii.>.  sidcctioii. 

In  \'\v\\  (d"  the  indnstiy  lie  Nva>  to  piirsni', — that  ot  aiiTi- 
cultun-  —  and  to  sccnrily  from  the  Indian-^,  althonuh  he  prohahU' 
had  litth'  tear  ol  tht'in,  it  wouM  >t'('in  no  ln-tlcr  location  couhl 
ha\i'  \)vvi\  s(dt'c'ti'(l  toi'  hi->  honn^  than  thai  he  chose. 

The  lir>t  em | )h)ynienl  ot  the  c-aily  -etlK'r-^  was  farininii",  and 
thai  liu-ini'>«-,  at  that  time,  meant  hard  and  incessant  woik  I'or 
the  men  who  iidlivated  the  Lironnd,  a>  widl  as  lor  the  women  in 
the  hon.>e  who  cared  lor  the  lannK  s  wants, 

l-'roni  I  he  srtt  h'nient  ol  John  ( 'ooke,  (h)W  n  to  the  !  x'iiimii  of 
the  whah'  fishery,  larmini:  was  the  chief  hn>ine>>  and  pro(Uicti\'e 
in(hi->lryot  the  p(n)|»h',  and  nnlike  (he  larminL:"  ot  tochiy,  litlle 
machinery  ^\as  nsed  to  aid  the  laiinei  in  his  daily  lalxu'.  After 
the  imporlalion  ot  callle,  plows  were  n-^ed  lo  l»reak  np  the  soil, 
and  il  i^  ->aid  the  Indians  were  aina/.ed  to  >ee  what  an  extcMil  of 
uronnd  conid  he  hroken  np  and  prepared  tor  plaiilini:'  hy  a  plow 
and  a  yoke  of  oxen, — yet  the  plow  ot  thai  day  i>  descrihod  as  a 
cinnrsy  allair.  At  that  time,  ^tronii-  men,  tapahle  of  endnrance, 
wci'c  tli(>  necosary  rei|nii"einent>-,  and  work  trom  snn  to  snn  the 
rnK>. 

It  is  proper  to  st;ite  that  the  W(dl-to-(lo  farmers  ol  this  sec- 
tion were  the  most  independent  cla'>^  ol  peitpic  that  conhl  he 
lonnd  anywhere  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  Tiny  had  come  here 
to  lu'  independent,  and  their  condition--  perinitte(l  the  exer- 
ci>(>  of  that  spirit .  They  ow  ned  I  he  land  1  hey  en  II  i\at  ed  ;  t  hat  land 
fmiii>hed  them  the  food  they  re(piii-ed  :  torn  and  oats,  rye,  bar- 
ley and  wheat.  ()l  \ cu'ctahlo,  potatoes  and  onions,  siinashes 
•  and  pninpkins  ;  lor  potatoes,  thonuh  nnkn<»wn  lo  the  ahoriiiines 
in  this  section,  wvvv  early  hroniihl  from  X'iruinia  and  were  })ro- 
hahly  <jnite  plentifid  hy  the  time  nnder  considi-rat ion.  ( )1  cattle, 
eai'h  farmer  had  his  oxen  and  horses,   ior   the    latter   wore  sul- 
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licKMitly  mnneroiis  to  attoid  tlic^  soldiers  a  niiinht'r  tor  calvary 
(liiriiiu-  Kiiii:-  Philip's  war, — wwd  slu'cp  supplied  the  wool  re(|iiire(l 
lor  clothing-,  while  their  eows  tiirnished  them  with  milk,  l)utter 
and  cheese.  Some  of  them  (^veii  owned  their  own  lirist  mills  and 
liround  (heir  own  Liiain  ;  even  tamied  their  own  hidi's  and  made 
their  o\vn  leather;  thus  heiniz"  ahle  to  supply  their  every  want; 
the  iarininu:  then  was  done  hy  hard  work,  and  it  dev(do[)ed  a 
hardy  I'ohust  cla^s  of  men  who  were  proud  of  their  inheritance  and 
worthy  descendants  ot  a  nohle  ancestry. 

The  situation  (»f  l^^ii rha\en,  its  riparian  rii::hts,  its  ufood  har- 
hor  and  its  sinuous  shores  on  the  nohle  hay  whose  wati'rs  ahouuil 
in  edihle  lish,  has  hud  much  to  do  in  lonniuL;-  the  inilu>trial  char- 
acter and  in  (h'terinininii-  the  employments  ot  its  people. 

Its  location  attracted  such  peo[)le  as  louud  in  its  surround- 
ings opportunity  for  conirenial  occupat ion^,  and  mouhU'd  thos(^ 
whose  previous  vocations  had  heen  of  a  ditterent  natui'c,  who, 
yieldiiii:"  to  t  he  inlluence  ot  association,  cnuaLJcd  in  the  husiness 
tor  which  (he  situation  ot'  the  tow  n  was  peculiarly  adapted  :  so 
wt'  tiiid  its  enterprisinir  citizens  early  enL^aiicd  in  the  whale  tish- 
ery, — and  this  was  the  principal  l)irsine>->  of  b'airluucn,  until  a 
new  and  more  prolitic  source  ol  oil  was  disc()\-ered  to  supply  the 
wants  of  the  world. 

i^oth,  William  Bradford,  (he  second  (iovernor  ot  Plymouth 
Colony,  whose  manuscript  was  so  unexpectedly  and  fortunatidy 
found  and  hioni^ht  here  to  this  country  from  lOni^land,  and 
"Morf'  in  his  Ktdations",  mention  the  whales  they  saw  in  ijreat 
nund)ers  while  lyiuLT  in  the  harhor  ot  Pro\incety wn  durim;  the 
months  ot  Xovemher  and  l)eecnd)er  of  the  winter  ot 
Mort's  "  Ividations'' mentions  the  ^reat  schools  of  whales  as  a 
promisinir  som-ee  of  employment  and  of  supplies  for  the  oil  the}' 
would  pr()(hice,  prophetic  of  the  tuture  of  this  immediate  lo- 
cality. 

As  an  in(hi>try,  whaliiiLT  had  heen  ciiLTaLied  in  hy  the  iMig- 
lish  as  early  as  Alfred  the  (ireat,  and  the  ohl  Xorlhmen  followed 
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and  capturdl  the  whales,  not  only  tor  tlioir  oil  Iml  also  tor  tlu' 
food  tlicv  turiiislii'd,  Tlic  Porlmiucsc  wwv  noted  tor  their 
marine  ads'ent iires  ;  they  tollowivl  the  whales  aloni^  the  eoast  ot 
Africa,  and  a  I'ortuiiuese  navigator  as  early  as  1  1S(),  six  years 
l)cf()re  Coliiinbiis  diseoN'ered  Anieriea,  had  sailed  dow  n  the  west- 
ern eoa>t  ot  Africa  and  around  (\a[)e  ot"  (iood  Hope. 

So  the  prosecution  ot  whalinLi'  was  not  a  new  industry,  hut 
simply  improvini:-  the  opportunity  which  was  presented  to  the 
peo[)le  ot  this  locality. 

^^'halcs  were  numerous  within  a  tew  mih^s  of  this  'MJoodly 
hai'l)i)r",  and  >o  soon  as  this  >cction  i)ecanie  .^etth'd  and  the  needs 
of  the  people  permitted,  they  cmharkcd  in  the  whale  fishery. 
Thi^  re<|uii-cd  the  huildini;-  of  Ncs^els,  >mall  at  lii>t,  hut  i^iadual- 
ly  lari^'er  and  lariit-r,  as  the  pursuit  of  the  w  hales  reijuired  Ioniser 
voyau'es  to  capture  them.  The  huildini:'  ot  \'essels  re(|uired 
the  cuttiiii:'  and  hewinir  of  tind)er,  the  haulinix  of  it  to  the  ship- 
yard^, the  wovk  ot  l»lack>niil  lis,  ot  ship  carpenters,  ot  caulkers, 
and  painteis  ;  to  tit  the  >hi[)s,  rope  walk^  were  huilt  and  oper- 
at(Ml  ;  riiiLT^'rs  and  sail-mak(.'rs  employed  and  many  coopers  re- 
(|uir*Hl  to  make  the  ca>ks  to  recei\e  the  oil  that  resulted  from 
the  tryinii'out  (»f  the  hluhher  of  the  whales. 

Oxford  seems  to  lia\ c  heen  the  locality  selected  for  tlu; 
building  of  the  ves>t'U,  hut  atter  the  hriduc  was  con>tructed 
l7iM)-l7'J7,  ship  huildini:  was  transferred  helow  the  hi-idiic,  and 
many  vessels  wore  huilt  alonir  the  shore  to  he  >ent  out  in  pui'suit 
of  the  leviathans  of  the  deep. 

The  la>t  N'essels  constructed  in  tlu;  town  Wi're  at  I)lacklei"'s 
ship-yard  iu>t  north  of  the  .Vmerican  'I'ack  ('o.  works;  hut  the 
time  had  eonie  for  a  chanire  in  the  industries  of  the  town,  not  that 
farminir  was  to  he  abandoned  hut  with  the  introchuttion  of  pe- 
troleum as  an  illuminant  and  its  use  as  a  luhiicant,  the  demand 
for  whale-oil  slackened  ju>t  as  whales  wt're  hecominii:  scarcei', 
and  the  cost  of  whale  oil  more.  ANdialinic  attained  its  gi'eatcst 
im[)ortance,  as  the  indu.-^try  of  this  town,  in   1854,  >vhen  there 
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were,  it  is  rcpitrted,  .some  titty  vessels  sailini;-  from  Fairliaven 
eiiLjai^'ed  ill  the  whale-lislier y,  l)ut,  just  as  alter  ahoiit  one  hun- 
dred years  were  devoted  to  tarinini>-,  from  l()t)()  to  17()0,  so  after 
ahout  a  eentury  of  whaliiiu",  a  eliani:e  was  to  he  inaugurated  in 
the  jiursuits  <tf  tiie  people,  and  maiuifaeturinLi-  w  as  to  take  tlie  j)lae(; 
ot  that  industry  in  whic-h  the  people  of  the  tow  n  had  siioNvn  re- 
markable entei-prise,  pluek  and  eourage  in  the  proseeution  of  the 
l)n>in(\ss,  and  it  had  l)r()UL!ht  to  them  the  wealth  that  was  well 
earnt'tl  and  was  their  just  reward.  This  ehauLii'  was  hastened  hy 
the  desti'uetion  of  man}'  of  the  whalini:  ^hiJ)s  hy  the  rebel 
eruisers,  huill  and  e(|uipped  in  l-jiuland,  and  sent  foi'th  to  prey 
on  the  defeneeless  Ncsscls  (.'nuaged  in  their  pcacelul  pursuits  on 
the  seas.  The  Florida,  Alabama,  Shenandctah,  and  other  rebid 
eiuisers,  captured  and  destroyed  sonie  Ki  whalini:  vessels,  sev- 
eral of  them  bcdonginn-  to  this  town:  from  thi>  xrious  blow  to  a 
protitablc  industry,  I'airhaxcn  ni-vei-  rccoxcred,  and  hei'  entei- 
pri>inL;"  nu'ii  hot  the  eapilal  in\('>l('(l  in  whalini:".  With  l)u>iness 
pi-o>trated,  the  people  struimled  for  a  tinn-  with  the  aiUi-rsc  cir- 
cumstances by  which  they  were  surioiindtMl,  and  iniiiht,  in  a 
mca->ur(;,  have  ri\i:ained  what  had  been  lo>l  :  but  the  progress  of 
ex'ents  decided  othei'wise.  l\'troleum  oil  could  be  obtained 
without  litting  out  >hips  at  a  gi'cat  co>t,  and  a--uming  the  lisks 
that  atlende(l  the  procuring  ot  oil  iiom  the  whale:  and  the  pi'o- 
UiH'ss  ot  the  race  had  reached  such  a  >tage  th;it  whale  oil  would 
not  supply  the  needs  ot  ad\  anced  ci \  i  1  i/at ion . 

The  largest  <juantity  ot  oil  brought  into  New  Bedford  during 
an\'  one  vear  was  in  1<S ")."),  when,  statistics  inlorni  irs^  tluu'e  were 
4-J8,0()()  bbU.,  which,  with  the  ;),!)(i(;,o(H)  pounds  *of  whalebone 
was  valued  at  over  $1  (),()()(), OOO.  What  a  contrast  with  the 
production  ot  Oil  today  I  For  the  con>umpi  i\  c  demands,  re(|uired 
tor  lighting  and  heating,  and  for  lubricating  the  nuu-hinery,  that 
is  bi'ing  operated  in  this  country,  the  greatest  (plant ity  of  whale 
oil  produced,  a  little  more  than  a  thousand  barrcds  a  day,  would 
not  be  sullicient  to  lubricate  the  axles  ot  the  ear.s  on  our  railroads 
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that  curry  the  millions  of  |);i.s.s(mi<^^(m-s,  and  haul  the  procliiiious 
(|Uantitit\s  of  frciiriit  that  is  transported  oNcr  thcin. 

Whence  comes  this  wonderful  Muid  that  Hows  up  from  the 
wells  bored  into  the  earth?  Whence  its  origin  and  \vhat  its 
peiinanency?  Is  it  the  mother  of  the  coal  we  now  use?  And 
will  it  continue  to  supply  our  wants?  Xo  our  caw  conlemplate 
the  lit|uid  and  thiid;  of  its  use  without  mar\'eHinLi"  at  what  may  he 
its  oriiiin,  and  what  it  has  done,  and  w  hat  it  is  doinn-  and  is 
dotined  to  do.  Some  licoloLiist s  tell  us  it  is  th(;  in-oduct  of 
marine  animals,  millions  of  whales,  perhaps;  other's  that  it  is 
ireneratiMl  hy  the  catalytic  action  between  the  cai-bonale  of  lime 
\N  hieh  tornrs  the  cap  rock  over  the  oil  sand,  and  the  sulph:ite  of 
lime  that  forms  its  base.  Inasmuch  a^the>etwo  minerals  contain 
the  nei-essary  elements  for  formiiii:-  oil,  carbon  and  h\'droLien,  the 
latter  theory,  it  would  seem,  is  the  more  reasonable;  but  what- 
ever its  oriL^in,  it  exists,  and  its  use  i>  prodiu-inu"  a  rcNolution  in 
the  industrial  and  conunercial  world  as  it  has  in  tlu;  domain  of 
liuance. 

It  has  supplanted  whale  oil  as  an  illumiiiaiil  and  lubi-ieant, 
and  is  takim:  the  place  ol  coal  lor  LTcncratini:  power. 

'The  i^i'eat  trans-continental  railroads,  with  their  lines  reach- 
imr  the  oil  lields  of  Texas  and  ('alitornia,  are  usinn'  t  he  oil  to 
irenerale  steam  to  dri\'c  theii'  niaiit  loci miol i \'es  as  they  speed 
across  the  continent  ;  and  the  bii;  steamships  liud  it  a  belter  find 
for  their  use  than  the  coal  it  is  su) )plant i nu".  l]\vn  one  of  the 
eiderprisini^  citizens  ot  this  town  makes  usc  ol  it  to  (lri\'e  hi^ 
euirine  to  saw  wood  for  the  public,  when  the  sUike  of  the  miners 
makes  wood  a  substitute  tor  coal. 

The  former  wealth  of  1^'airhaven,  lost  by  the  failui-e  of 
whalinLT,  is  returninir,  ph(enix-like,  in  ollu-i'  and  more  beautiful 
forms,  and  in  industries  more  coni^enial,  constructive  and 
bene  lie  ia  I. 

But  we  cannot  leave  the  whale  industry,  which  has  been  tin; 
source  of  this  section's  wealth  and  the  foundation  of  its  present 


prosperity,  without  j)aying  a  merited  tril)iite  to  tlii^  enterprise  of 
tlie  business  men  who  built  the  shii)s,  furui>he(l  tlieni  with  tlie 
su[)plies  and  sent  them  forth  on  the  iiireat  ocean  in  search  of  the 
oil  cont:iiiied  in  the  whah's  ;  oftentimes  the  x'ciiture  was  a  total 
loss,  for  till.'  vessels  vi>ited  si»:is  that  were  unknown  to  tlu; 
maiiner,  and  no  chart  pointed  out  thi'  danii-erous  reefs  or  hidden 
rocks  that  mii;ht  lie  in  their  way — and  w  hat  nieed  of  praise  is  not 
due  to  biave  otlicers  and  crews  of  the  vessels  that  sailed  forth 
on  the  ti-eacheii)us  >eas  in  search  of  tlu-ir  prey.  Poets  have  suni;" 
ol  the  heroes  who  fouizht  the  battio  ot  the  Jiast,  and  ha\e 
crow  ni'd  them  w  itli  iilory  lor  the  miuhty  di'cils  of  valor  done  b\' 
tlu'Ui  ;  but  they  nu't  beinL::s  of  their  ow  n  >]/.>'  and  their  ow  n  kind  ; 
while  the  whalemen  were  to  meet  a  foe  in  hi>  own  element,  in 
small  boats  w  hich  he  could  cru>h  in  an  instant  w  ith  his  ponderous 
jaws,  or  could  break  in  pieces  by  a  stroke  ot  hi>  llukes  or  a  blow 
of  his  tail.  approach  such  an  aininal  in  his  own  domain,  to 

captuic  and  secure  him  lor  commei'cial  i)ui|)oses,  not  for  <ilory, 
nor  I'oi'  con(jiu*>t  ol  territory,  noi-  under  the  excilcinent  of  battle, 
but  cabniy  and  deliberately,  riMpiired  >kNI  as  well  as  areat 
physical  couiaiic,  that  i-^  worthy  ol  the  hii:h('->t  piai-e  and  dcserviiii;' 
of  till'  i^reatot  honor  Irom  those  who  appreeiate  merit  and 
recoi:nize  manly  worth. 

The  visited  every  sea  in  search  of  w  hales,  and  endured 

every  climate  from  the  heat  of  the  tro[)i(al  >un  to  the  Arctic 
regions  \\herc  the  sun  doe.>  not  >ink  below  the  hori/on  durini^ 
the  louLi  summer  day,  nor  rise  aboNc  itMhrouiih  the  dreary  niiiht 
of  w  inter.  No  M-a  was  too  di>tant  for  the  w  halemen,  if  thme  they 
could  lind  the  object  ol  their  ))ursuit,  and  no  ri-k  4()o  hazardous 
for  those  intrepid  men.  And  it  was  not  always  alom;  they  wei'e 
pernnlted  to  peacefully  pursue  their  vocation,  for  sharj)  and  keen 
competition  sometimes  entered  into  the  pursuit  ol  the  whales. 
Slarbuck  gives  many  \ery  interesting  accounts  of  the  riN'alr}-  and 
sometimes  strategy  between  and  among  the  ships  that  wei-e 
seeking  the  same  object. 
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lie  iclatcs  one  instance  us  iOIIonss:  ''Many  years  aii'o  an 
Kni:li>h,  a  French,  a  Portuguese  and  an  American  lay 
l)ecaline(l  witliin  a  radius  of  a  mile  ot  each  other  in  tlu!  South 
Pat'itic,  when  a  wiiaie  was  'raised'.  With  the  ci'lerity  peculiar 
to  whalini::,  a  l)()at  from  each  ship  was  (h)\\  ii  and  in  pursuit.  The 
American  whah'man  is  the  only  one  who  attends  exclusively 
to  his  own  (luty  ;  tlic  oarsman  leaves  the  watchini;  of  the  whale  to 
his  otlii-ei's  and  tends  strictly  to  hi>  onrs.  The  hoatsleeror  of  the 
Ameiican  hoat  in  his  account  of  this  international  I'ace  said: 
'  IMacini:-  the  palm  of  my  hand  under  the  ahall  oar,  w  hile  w  ith 
my  riii'ht  I  Liuided  the  hoat,  and  at  each  >troke  threw  a  pai'l  of 
my  weiiiht  ai:ain>t  it,  our  hoat  would  '  >kiiii  the  water  like  a  thiiiii- 
of  lile".  A  few  monn-nts  from  the  >tarl  hroui:lit  us  up  with  the 
Portumu'x'.  The  crews  of  the  foui-  >hips  werc^  witnessini;-  the 
chase  ;  the  excitement  \sa->  t reineinh )U> .  (  )ur  >hipmate>  clu'cred 
u>  as  we  came  up  to  the  tir>t  hoat,  and  as  we  pa>>e(l  her  the 
wIimU'  aiiain  made  it>  appearance.  SiuLiiiii:-  out  to  the  men 
•  Theii'  >he  Mows!  rii:ht  ahead.  (ri\c  way,  my  hoy^,  etc.',  we 
were  >oon  alonL:>ide  the  l''reiu'hman .  The  b'reiu  hinan  was  loo 
polite  to  opp(Jse  us,  and  we  j)a^->ed  him  with  ea>c.

))oat  wa>  manned  hy  the  >aine  nundiei"  ol  hamU  as  ours,  and  >ee- 
ini:  irs  pa.>>  the  othiu*  hoats,  their  whole  >trenLith  and  toice  were 
put  to  tlu^ii'  oars.  Wv  L^ained  on  them  hut  >Iow  ly,  and  such  was 
the  excitenumt  of  the  race  that  we  were  in  daniicr  ot  passinii  oxer 
where  the  whale  last  'hlowed'.  At  thi>  momciil,  t h(^«IOni:-lish  l)o;it- 
>teerer  noticed  the  inainu'r  in  which  I  had  pl.iced  Uiy  left  hand 
and  weiiiht  airainst  th(>  (ahaft)  oai'.  Instantly  lay ini:'  hold  of  his 
own  in  like  maniu'r  his  lii">t  effort  lu'oke  it  shoit  off  at  the  lock. 
•  Thu>  di>al)l(Hl  he  uave  us  a  hearty  cur^e  as  wf  shot  hy  him  like  a 
meti'or.  \\  V  had  heen  so  excited  with  the  race  that  we  had  lost 
siiiht  of  the  whale,  hut  as  liu'k  would  ha\'e  it,  at  this  instant  >he 
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'l)l()\v(Mr  l)ut  :i  tew  rods  ahead.  In  a  nioiiu'iit  wo  were  fast  and 
all  hands  .stern." 

''That  w  h:de  stowed  ns  (h)wn  eii^ht  y-tive  I)arr(d8  ot  oil  and 
shortened  our  Noyaue  two  months." 

THE  BEGINNING  OF  MANUFACTURING 

\\'hile  yet  the  whalinii-  industry  was  llourishinLf,  the  tirst 
(list  iiu  l  i\'e  in\-e>tnient  in  inanufaetui-inLi-  was  made,  and  the 
huildiiiLjs  sul)s(M|uent ly  occupied  hy  the  Fairhaven  iron  Works 
were  cii'i'1<m1  on  Laurel  sti'eet.  The  luisiness  en^aiied  in,  was  the 
manul.u'lure  ot  collon  haiiLiinLT  :nid  cotton  cloth.  It  was  prose- 
cuted Iiut  a  tew  years,  when  the  l'\-urha\(Mi  Iron  Works  took 
possession  ot  the  huildiuiis  tor  a  toundry  and  machine  shop. 
This  latter  husiness  was  the  pioneer  in  the  transition  tr(tm  the 
whaling-  to  a  succosstul  maiuitacturini:  community,  and  it  es- 
tahlishcd  a  I'cputation  tor  superior  (juality  ot  ca-liniis  that  it  still 
retains,  and  the  l-'airhaNcn  Iron  Foundry  Uo.  is  toda}'  one  of  the 
llouiishimr  industiies  ol  the  town,  turnishiiiLr  employment  to 
liom  .■).')  to  to  hands,  and  sendiuLr  its  products  to  man}'  parts  of 
the  c(»untry. 

In  ISdl,  tlui  American  Xail  Machine  Co.,  of  Boston,  houirht 
the  Rodman  property  on  Fort  strcM't,  incdudiui:;  some  twenty 
acres  ot  land,  the  lari:"e  huildiiiLfs  that  had  l>een  used  for  tin; 
manufactur(!  ot  spermaceti  candles,  and  the  stone  wharf  that 
had  lieen  huilt  to  accommodate  the  lari:est  whaliiiir  vessels  during 
the  palmy  days  of  that  husiness. 

The  making  ot  spermaceti  candles  was  one  of  the  prolitahh; 
auxiliary  industries  that  had  furnisluMl  the  people  with  employ- 
ment, hut  \vith  tlu!  decline  of  whaling  that  disappeared  with  it  . 
Hy  making  some  chang(\s  iu  the  interior  of  the  huildings,  which 
were  ot  stone  and  suhstantially  huilt,  they  furni.ih(Ml  (]uite  com- 
modious and  suitahle  aeeominodations  for  tin;  manufacture  of 
tacks,  and  such  other  goods  as  were  gcrmain  to  it. 
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'riic  ( 'ompaii y  was  oroain/cd  to  Imild  and  operate  patented 
nail  macdiines,  w  lueh  were  inxcnled  l)y  two  nieeliaiues  to  seenie  a 
sell-teedinii-  nail  niaeliine.  At  tliat  time,  tln-re  were  in  operation 
in  \(>\v  I'jii^land  ov(M'  1001)  nail  machines,  w  liieh  were  produeint;' 
nearly  all  the  nails  whieli  were  then  made  in  the  c-oiintry.  Tho 
Hridizcwaters,  ^\'areham,  W'eymonlh,  l^a^l  Tannton,  Somei'set, 
and  Kail  River,  heini:- Iho  i)rincipal  locations  (. I  the  mills,  all  of 
al)()\'e,  except  SonuM'set,  which  was  not  start^'il  nntil  IS")!),  were 
located  where  water  could  he  u.^imI  as  llie  powfr  to  di'ive  the  mill 
machinery  to  make  the  plate,  and  the  machines  lor  cnltinLT  the 
nails.  'Idle  location  at  Somerset  was  made  alter  steam  had  he- 
come  the  factor  for  drivinir  machinery,  'riiese  1000  nail  ma- 
chines r(M|uired,  at  the  time  of  the  inxcntion  ol  the  automatic 
fee(lin«i;  machine,  a  feedei'  to  each  machine,  the  feeders  eariu'd 
on  an  averai^-e  $1.2')  a  day.  It  was  t lu  icfore  costinLi'  over  $1200 
a  day  for  hand  lal)oi",  and  it  v\as  to  supplani  this  hand  lahor  hy 
automatic  feedini:  that  the  scU-tcedinL:'  machine  was  inventtMl. 
'To  >ave  one-half  of  this  $1200  a  ilay  wa^  the  ohjcc^t  souiiht. 

It  is  a  remarUa))Ie  coincidence,  that  the  lii'st  c(nt iticates  of 
the  l''airha\'en  l)aid<,  orirani/ed  in  l.S,')!,  shoidd  have  on  them  a 
cut  repi'ex'ut  ini:'  a  nailer  and  a  nail  machine,  the  nailer  feeding: 
the  machine  hy  "turnini;"  plate."  It  was  to  suh.^titute  nuH'hanism 
for  this  hand  ft'edinii',  that  incileil  the  huildcr^of  tlie  d()id)le  liead- 
iiiL: nail  machine  to  c()n>t  i  net  the  machine,  the  patenl  for  which 
foruicd  the  hasis  of  the  American  .Nail  .Machine  ('oinpany,  and 
this  Nvas  the  foundation  of  the  Amerit  an  Tai  Iv  ( 'o. 

At  that  time,  Fairhaven  presented  a  dilfenMit  appearance 
from  what  it  does  today.  The  whalinu-  hu>iness  was  nearly  dead, 
oidy  two  vessels  wore  fitted  (Uit  foi  whalini:-:  those  who  had  heen 
enuaged  in  the  business  had  lo>t  their  property,  the  wharves 
which  had  presented  a  scene  of  activity  durine;  tin;  [)rosperous 
era  of  whaliuir,  were  silent  and  doerted,  yet  there  wvvv.  a  few 
men  at  work  huildinir  vessels  at  HIackler's  ship-yard,  and  whalc- 
hoats  wei'e  still  huilt  at  the  sho[)s  whose  reputation  for  su[)erior 


boats  sot'iircd  tlicin  orders  for  tlic  tew  vcssi  ls  that  wcrc^  still  titled 
out  at  XcNv  I^odford  :  l)iit  the  lilr  of  the  husincss  had  hoeti 
(jiieiH-hcd  hy  llic  ( \)iif('(hTat('  rebel  eriii>ers,  and  the  supply  ot 
})eli'oleuin  oil,  the  reliniui:-  ot  whieh  on  a  >niall  scale,  was  done 
in  Fairhaven  as  a  natural  I'esult  ot  the  tamiliarity  of  the  people 
with  oil;  hut  even  the  retinini:  ol  oil  was  destined  to  he  (h)ne 
where  it  could  he  handled  in  lariii'  t|uantities,  and  re- 
tiniui:"  cheapened  hecaux'  ot  such  ( juant it ii's,  and  the  prox- 
imity ot*  th(>  producinix  fields  and  the  markets — so  liradually 
NN'hale-oil  was  displaced,  hoth  as  an  illuininant  and  a  luhricant, 
yet  lor  certain  kinds  ol  machinery  wo  kin<l  ol  oil  has  yet  e(iualled 
spi'rm  oil. 

(Jradually  the  new  indu>lry  made  il^elt  hdl  in  the  town, 
and  the  natural  repULinance  ol  the  people  to  manulact urin^'  be- 
cause ol  mill  operatives,  who  wcic  nccc>-;i ri ly  hrouLiht  into  the 
to\N  n  at  the  outsel,  wa-;  overconu',  tor  tlu'  -skilled  workmen,  who 
accompanied  the  ad\ent  ot  the  l)u-ine>s,  ^vcre  men  ol  i nt (dliii'ence 
and  ii'ood  morals,  and  tin-ir  (|uiel  demeanor  and  attention  to 
husiness,  secured  the  I'opect  ot  the  citi/.en-^,  and  elicited  the  en- 
comium Irom  Jio  less  a  man  than  ('apt.  John  A.  Ilawes,  to  the 
manaii'ei" :  *'^ou  are  enlillcd  to  the  lhank>  ot  the  citi/ens  ot  the 
town  tor  the  kind  ol  men  you  hi'ouiiht  into  it." 

('apt.  Ilawcsknew  wliereot'  he  >poke,  lur  he  had  several  of 
them  a-"  tenants  in  hou-e>  which  had  heen  \ai"ant  ix'fore  the 
start ini;"  of  the  {nrk  works. 

liy  the  purchase  of  se\-eral  >niall  concerns,  the  Tack  ( 'oni- 
pany  remoN'ed  competit  ion,  and  took  the  lield  to  itself — hut  the 
mo>t  important  purcha>e  made  was  that  ot  William  S.  (iuerineau, 
of  New  York  city.  lie  had  succeeded  to  the  l)U>ines>  of  Arhy 
Field  who  started  in  the  manufacture  of  tacks  in  \(!W  York  in 
liS-i  t.  1-iy  thi>  purcha>e,  the  comi)laints  of  the  old  manufacturers, 
that  the  tack  company  of  this  j)Iace  was  an  int(M-loper,  was  ef- 
fectually silenced  for  .\rhy  Field  was  an  oldei"  manufactur(!r  than 
his  brother  Albert,  of  Taunton.     But  though  their  taunts  were 
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silciu'cd,  tln'ir  ctlorts  to  ki'Cp  llic  A mciic.-iii  Ttu-k  Coinpaiiy  out 
of  the  in;irk(>t  were  not  in  the  l(»;ist  I'l'laxcd,  nor  their  di'tcrmi na- 
tion to  compass  its  dcieat  al)at('«l.  lint  the  loe-ai  company 
adopted  oriirinal  methods  of  scdlini;-  its  i^oods,  and  souiiht  the 
traiie  ot  the  small  buyers  and  consumers.  This  course'  hatlled 
the  old  manufactui'crs  and  secured  a  permanent  line  ot  customers 
whose  purchases,  thouiih  >mall  >inL:ly,  netted  hiru'er  ))rotits  than 
could  he  ohtaiiied  from  the  jol)I)er>  and  larire  dealers. 

By  close  attention  to  the  rcMjuirenients  ol  the  trade,  and  the 
most  riiiid  I'conomy  ot  manutacture,  the  hu^iness  i^rew  liradual- 
ly  year  hy  year  until  the  company  operated  \'M)  tack  machines 
jindlittv  auxiliary  machines,  makini:  il  the  tliird  in  production 
and  >ales  ot  its  i^oods,  in  the  country. 

The  licMicral  tack  hu^iness  had  heen  niana»_i('d  1)\-  a  conihina- 
tion  ot  the  mamiiact urer>,  and  the  law  ol  >upply  and  demand 
recoirni/.ed  ;  the  supply  heiuLi-  I'estrietecl  to  the  consum|)ti\-e  de- 
mands of  the  period.  \\\  tlii>  mea-ure.  slalih"  prices  were  main- 
tained and  i:'oo(l  protit^  reali/(vl.  This  is  The  hasie  princip.al 
upon  which  all  ti'usts  should  he  ornani/eil,  and  is  essential  to  the 
successful  prosecution  of  all  productive  industries. 

Hut  l)y  1880,  se\'eral  ni'W  tack  conceins  had  stiirled,  and 
were  runniuL^  in(h^))endent  :  it  heeame  nece->ary,  therefore,  to 
adoj)t  more  ^triuL^eiit  mea>ures  than  had  heen  effecti\'e,  and  the 
Centrjil  Manufacturini:"  ('onipany  was  orLianized.  ICvery  tack 
concern  in  the  countiy  Nvas  inerii-cd  in  this  trust,  includiiiLi-  the 
dudson  Manutacturini::  ( 'o- ,  of  ()akland,  ('al.,  and  for  two  years 
il  i-onti'olled  the  business  ;  hut  the  workmen,  at  some  of  the 
factories,  heeame  and)itious  to  he  manutacturcMs  themselves,  and 
hefore  four  years  h:id  elapsed,  ot  new  tack  coiu'erns  had  started 
up,  some  to  mamilacture  i^oods,  ol  hers  to  he  houi^ht  out.  S(;veral 
were  houglit,  others  subsidized  and  controlled. 

This  policy  was  pui'>ued  until  morc^  new  coikhmiis  were 
started,  than  were  silenced,  and  in  the  spring-  of  IB-SO,  after  four 
years  of  effort,  when   the  original  number  .')!),  had  grown  to  i)H 
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lack  coiu-iM-iis,  tlic  (V'utral  Maiuifact uriiit:'  C()in|)any  was  dissolved, 
and  sharp  coiiipct  it  ion  iMisiicd.  I. el  it  l)e  said  to  the  credit  of  the 
workmen  of  the  American  Tack  Company,  not  ouv  of  its  skilled 
workmen  eniiaued  in  destroy inii'  the  industiy,  hnt  stayed  loyally 
l)y  the  company,  and  hy  the  haziness  that  fnrinshed  them 
eniph)y  niiMit . 

l'\ir  twenty-one  Ncars,  from  ISO')  to  ISHl),  the  rtdations 
hetwi'cn  the  manaiiement  and  the  employees  were  cordial  and 
harmonion>.  Tlu'  readjust  mcnt  ncces-uiy  after  the  dissolution  of 
the  (.'entral  Com|)any,  hrouij^ht  tlu^  Kniuhts  of  i^ahor  into  the 
industiial  lield,  and  the  lir>t  sii^ns  ol  discord  appi^ariul  resulting 
in  a  strike  ot  the  tack  makers  orderc(l  l»y  their  I'nion. 

1  uforined  of  the  ^t  rikc,  Mr.  J)cau\ais,  tlu'  Treasurer,  said: 
"Shut  down  the  mill  if  it  takes  a  yi-ar.'"  r)nt  that  would  havc^ 
laiincd  the  hirsinos,  >o  no  shut  down,  l»ut  the  mill  continued  to 
run,  allliouiih  the  company  was  I )()yc( it t c«  1  [ov  ihi'cc  years  hy  the 
ihcii  pitwci  lul  oriiani/.at  ion  ol  Lahor. 

liiil  the  company  had  a  large  export  trade  unaffected  hy  the 
ctlict,  -o  lound  a  r(>ady  market  lor  it-,  products  and  e^taMished 
the  riLdil  ot  the  owner>  to  control  their  own  property. 

In  ls!tl,the  live  large>t  companies  were  nicrged  into  the 
Alla^  Tack  ( 'or[)orat  ion,  which  was  suhse(  juent  ly  reorganized  as 
the  Atla>  Tack  ('ompany,  and  the  prc'-ent  e\tensi\'e  huildings 
erected.  Here  in  thi>  great  mill  the  lie-l  machinei'y  of  the  old 
comi)anies  wa^^  concent  l  ated  and  the  mo-t  modern  and  improved 
machines  huilt  to  till  tlie  mill. 

Fairha\'cn  today  can  ju>tly  l)oa>t  of  the^lai'gest  and  best 
e(|uipped  tack  mill  in  the  world;  furni-hing  employnuMit  to  some 
4.")l)  hands,  and  sending  its  pioducts  to  e\'eiy  ci\'ili/ed  eountry  in 
the  world. 

Thus  from  the  modest  heginning  of  forty  \'ears  ago,  the 
l)usine>s  in  this  town  has  grown  to  its  present  proportions  and  is 
justly  the  hope  and  i)ridc  of  its  people.

Mr.  (uM'i-ire  T.  Thatcher  heiiaii  the  hiisiness  in  a  \'ery  small 
way  oil  Piircliase  street,  New  Bedford,  al)oiil  ISiK),  wiih  tNvo 
eiittinii-  frames.  In  a  \cvy  >h()rl  time  >i.\  more  frames  were 
added.  In  l.'^tn,  Mr.  Kichaixl  'I'hatehcr  l)()uuht  an  interest  in  the 
])usiness,   and   it    was  i-arried  on  nnth-r  the  lirm  nanie  of 

Thateher  r)r()>,,  and  w;is  ino\'ed  into  the  oM  Hathaway,  Sonk'  t'v: 
Harriii<iton  Shoe  Factory,  on  Second  >treet,  where  more  frames 
were  a<hU'd,  making  tliirty  in  all.  After  three  years,  it  N\as  seen 
that  tho>e  (|uartei"s  were  not  lariie  enoniih  loi- t heir  fa>t  inei'easinLi" 
trade,  a>id  the  lirm  decided  to  huild  a  lactory  for  their  nse.

( )f  late,  the  })roducl  ot  the  American  maimlact nrers  is  supe- 
rior to  the  injported,  and  the  liiin  now  u>e  the  domestic  hlaid^.

Duiini:-  the  la-t  fifteen  yeais  of  hi.^  ser\  ice>,  more  than  twenty 
t(ms  ol  water  \vere  con\(Mted  into  steam  each  t(?n  hours,  and  as 
nuu'h  more  u>ed  to  dilute  the  acid  u-ed  to  ^•itl•i()lize  the  stetd 
plates,  to  dissolve  the  necessary  linu',  and  to  furnish  water  to 
(dean  the  scaled  plates  thus  prepai-ed  for  the  tack  makers. 
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Hut  the  (lisadvaiitaiics  rcsiillini:  from  :i  lack  ol  \vatc>r,  and  its 
mineral  cliaracter  have  l)LH'n  oxcrconu'. 

Just  as  in  the  city  across  the  harbor,  so  when  the  thMnand 
came  for  more  and  purer  water  suitaith'  lor  steam  purposes,  the 
r(Mjuisite  supply  was  turnished. 

One  ol  Fairhaven's  intelliuent  and  educated  younii'  hxmi  saw 
the  need,  the  ahsohite  prere(|uisite,  of  pure  water  in  al)undance  if 
the  town  were  to  make  any  proiii'ess  in  manulacturiuLi",  and  th(^ 
ni'cd  of  it  too  as  a  >aiiilary  measure'. 

Ahilily,  per>islency  and  capital  were  re(|uired,  and  these 
wi-re  at  his  connnand,  resullinii,'  in  the  picxMil  water  works,  their 
soui'ce  of  supply,  its  etlicient  steam  plant,  its  system  ol  J>ipes, 
and  lofty  lower,  iiiand  re>ull-  that  he  can  contemplate  with 
supri'Uie  >ati>taction  and  doci-scd  coinplai^ancy . 

'I'liat  ahundant  >upply  of  pure  water  makes  it  po^vihle  t(> 
proM'caite  manu fact uri m:  a--  a  succe>>lul  industi'y,  and  the  doughty 
captain's  prediction  that  "l''airha\('n  p()>>e>^ses  supcrioi-  ad- 
vantairc^s"  may  yet  he  Ncritled  hy  the  judicious  u>e  of  water  and 
capital. 

W  ithout  the  former,  there  can  he  no  effective  power,  and  the 
lat  ter  is  indispen>al)le  to  ut  ili/e  it  whetliei'  tlu;  result  of  Ln'avity 
or  the  inolc(adar  torce  ol  e.\pan>ion. 

l*as>ini:-  down  the  harhor  and  out  into  the  hay,  towards  the 
i>lands  which  >heltei-  it>  waters  t'rom  the  rouiiher  waves  of  the 
(M-ean  that  lies  beyond  them,  the  objects  on  the  recedini:"  shores 
iiradually  L^row  les>  and  less  di>tinct,  but  aboNcthein  i)iercinn- the 
>ky,  are  seen  the  noble  watei'  tower  and  I  he  lal  I ,  sy  nnnet  rica  I 
>tack  of  the  .\tlas  Tack  Co. 

These  promiuimt  objects  i^-row  more  and  more  distinct  in 
their  outlines  the  farther  the  obserNcr  L:"oe>  Iroin  them,  and  are 
visable  loni^  after  the  most  elevated  objects  in  New  Hedfoi'd  have 
disappeared.  So,  too,  as  one  returns  from  tlie  islands,  or  as  he 
enters  tlu^  bay  from  the  bioad  ocean  by  (iosnold's  temporary  honie, 
iho  tirst  ()l)jects  to  be  seen  are  these  two  monuments  signiticant 
of  supply  and  industry  :  of  sanitation,  comfort  and  o{)p()rtunity .

As  llic  l'ili:riins  (Icpciulcd  laiiicly  tlic  ('(lil)K'  li^^li  lal^on 
from  the  sea,  so  today,  tisliiim-  is  not  an  t'litii'cly  nculcctiHl 
indnstiy  ,  l)iit  tlu^  catcliiiii:  ot  tlu-m  l»y  M'ini's  and  pounds  has  Ix'en 
j)rohil)it('(l.  ( )n  this  >ul>ji'ct  Mr.  Danitd  W.  Dcanc,  w  ho  was 
lariicdy  nitcrotcd  in  the  trappini:-  ot  li>h,  writes  as  toHows  : 

"The  pioneer  in  the  in(hi>try,  Mr.  S.  \\  Dunn,  set  the  tirsl 
weir  or  pound  in  oui'  waters  in  l<Sij(S,  and  troni  that  time  on,  the 
Itu>ine»  Lirew  \'ery  rapidly  until  we  had  2S  withm  the  limits  of 
Fairha\-en,  takini:  annually  trom  a  million  to  a  million  and  a  halt 
of  edihle  ti>h,  and  turni^hini:"  employment  not  only  to  the  owners 
hut  to  numerous  other--  who  h()UL:ht  and  sold  the  catch. 

" 'i'he  indu>ti'y  had  hardly  Iti'come  estahli^hed ,  hetore  it  was 
di>co\»'re(l  ihat  there  were  many  \arielie>  ot  ti->li  \i>i(ini:  our 
watei>  in  larire  nund)ers  of  which  we  had  pre\iou>ly  no 
know  ledi:*',  and  consumers  ol  tish  in  this  \  icinity  wnv  privilei^rcd 
to  enjoy  a  Lncater  \aiiety  ot  ti>li  toixl  than  excr  hefore. 

"  Foi-  xtmethinLT  oxer  twenty  yeais,  the  indir^try  llourished 
wonderfully,  furnishiiiL:  >ome  thirly-lixc  kind>  ol  edihle  li>h,  and 
karii'c  (juantitio  of  others  lor  hait  to  the  deep  sea  li>herm(Ui,  and 
to  the  larmer>  loi'  the  enrichment  ol  their  lamU  and  the  eonse- 
(pu'iit  inc-rea>e  ol  their  ci(»p-. 

"The  indu>try  was  tinally  d»'-ti<>yed  l»y  an  act  of  the 
Leli:i•^lat ure,  which  prohihit>  the  use  ol  weii>,  [)ound>,  nets  or 
seines  in  the  water  of  l^u//ard>  I>.iy." 

Mi-.  Deane  made  the  li^li  fjuolion  one  of  caretul  study,  and 
Ins  exliMidi'd  expoi-ience  (|ualitied  him  to  indiic  tfie  sul)j(U't  int(dli- 
li'enlly.  lie  ha-  stated  that  the  caiaiix'oi'a  li-li  dotroyecl  innnense 
(|uantities  ot  tish,  and  hy  catchinu"  them,  more  e(lil)le  tish  were 
savinl  from  (hvst ruct ion  than  were  cauiiht  in  the  trap>  :  I)e>i(les 
tln'  carni\'ora  fuiaiished  i^ood  dressinir  to  enrich  the  lands  of  tlu; 
farmers;  the  need  of  ti>h  a-,  a  fertilizer  wa>  one  of  the  lir.-t 
le>sons  learned  hy  the  1-Jiu:li>h  troin  the  Indian-. 

In  the  l>ay,  tautog,  scup,  and  other  hottom  tish  are  (|uit(; 


iiuiiU'i'()U>,  l)iit  IK)  oiu'  liiis  IoIIowihI  risliiiii;  as  a  Nocatioii  siiifc  llio 
da\>  ol  Xatlian  Allen,  aiul  lliosf  who  "i^o  a  tisliiiiLl"'  i^o  tor  the 
spoil  latlicr  (hail  lor  (he  prolil  or  as  a  Noialioii  lor  a  livelihood. 

Soiiu'  years  aiiO  ('aplain  Ivclley  caiiKj  lo  this  port  li'oiii 
Harw  ich  and  ciiu  iLicd  in  (•o(lli>hiiig ,  sendiiii:"  his  \  ossols  into  the 
\vater>  l)et\veeii  Hloek  Inland  and  .\()nian"s  Land.  lie  was  very 
sueeesslul  and  at  his  death  was  succeeded  hy  his  son,  I)a\id 
Ivcdiey,  who  conliinies  the  l)n>iness  ielt  him  liy  hi>  lather.  He 
owns  se\'eral  \'ess(ds,  and  euro  the  li^h  cauLihl  Ity  ihein,  on  ( )ld 
South  wharf  which  he  purchased  lor  llic  e.\clu^i\e  u>e  ot  his 
l)usine>s.  He  ha>  recently  ereiled  a  larLic  and  commodious 
huildiiii:'  on  his  preini.-e>  lor  the  curiiiL:  and  packinLi'  ol  li>h  w  hich 
re(|uires  se\'eral  hand-^.

the  laiLii'  citie>  as  "  I /it  t  le-nt-ck  ("lam-."'  They  lurni-h  a  course 
in  our  ari>t()cratic  (diihs,  and  i-onstitute  a  delicacy  in  the  lirst- 
class  re>laurant>.  It  is  >ale  to  >late  thai  more  than  lOD  hu-hcds

Althoui:h  this  is  a  co)iiparati\ »dy  new  indu>liy,  it  has 
hoeonie  ot  considerahle  commercial  \alue,  and  hriiii:^  inl(»  llie 
town  many  thousands  of  d(dlars  a  year  a-  a  reward  lor  the  hard 
lahor  ot  those  eiiLraLicd  in  the  hii^ino-.  The  supply  >eeins  in- 
exliaustihle,  and  the  inarkel  (Mpial  to  the  -upply,  readily  ah-oil)- 
ini;-  all  tlie>e  >hidl  lish  I  hat  are  now  cauiiht. 
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PRESENT  CONOrriONS 

A  c'oinp.'irison  of  tlie  iiidust coiidil ion  of  today,  with  that 
of  forty  ycai's  auc),  prot'iils  ;i  inark('(l  contrast.  No  >iiiiis  of 
wlialiiii:'  arc  x'cn  al)()iit  the  \vhar\t's  where  loriiici'ly  activity 
rciLiUiMl.  The  huildiiiii'  ol  -iiip-  no  longer  Inrni^ho  cinph)y incnl , 
the  roj)c-\valk>  and  sail-h)tt>  have  disappi'arcd ,  and  nolhini!  re- 
mains of  the  industry  l)Ut  two  sliops  that  still  lind  \\orl^,  huildini;"

curbed,  liranolit hie  sidewalk.-^  afford  a  deliiiht  to  the,  pedestrian, 
a>  hei-  W(dl-.shaded  >treet-  do  to  the  hicycli-ts  :  yet  i)ei'hai»the 
ixreatest,  as  well  as  the  nio>t  heiielicial,  sanitary  and  aesthetic 
chanire  is  now  in  [)ronresr, — the  tillinir  ot'  the  mill  |)ond. 

The  remark  of  the  Mattel',  '*  He  thou  remoxctl  and  cast  into 
the  sea",  is  heiuLi"  literally  fultilled,  and  a  Keautitul  paik  will 
take  the  plaee  of  the  present  useless  wa-te.

By  thi^  uieairs  the  .-harp  ei)inpet  il  iou  ol  Tauntou,  W'hihuan, 
and  the  I'aetories  located  near  l)oslon  oi-  NCw  York  was  met,  hut 
at  some  exi)en>e  of  carlini:'  i^ood^  >()me  two  miles  to  the  north 
freiiiht  station.

Todiiy,  )ohl)ers,  dealei>  and  maun  tact  ui'er-<  carry  veiy  little 
stocd;,  makiiiLi  promptne-->  ol  didivi'ry  imperali\c  to  the  manu- 
facturer who  would  retain  trade  duriuLi  the  -harp  eompelilion  ol 
))resent  conuneicial  aeti\ity.  l)i>tanee  ha-  heen  ellaeed,  and 
laeililie-  lor  transportation  ample  lor  tlio^e  who  judiciously  u-e 
and  improNc  them.

A\'hen  the  I'ilnrims  landed  on  the  -Inuv-  ol  Plymouth,  they 
had  little  money  and  \cry  little  u-e  lor  it.  A-  Hradlord  wrote: 
''  {'here  were  no  liiends  to  weleonie  lliein,  nor  any  inns  to  enler- 
tain  them,"  so  they  had  to  depend  on  iheir  own  endeavors  to 
supply  their  want-. 

Of  trading,  tliei'c  could  he  none  unlil  they  wore  settled  in 
the  new  home-  they  imr-t  huikl  hy  iheir  own  lahor  :  the  \  iri;in 
fore>ts  would  >upply  the  loi;>  altei"  llu'  tree-  had  heen  felle(l,  and 
the  si'a  the  lish  lor  lood.  The  Imlian-  had  lilt  le  to  supply  llu; 
iMiiili-h,  lor  they  were  loo  low  in  harhari.-m  to  utilize  nature'.s 
crude  materials,  and  they  had  none  of  the  necessary  tools  to 
convert   to  their  use  \\  hat   the   Piliirims  suh-e(|uenl ly  utili/eil.

V\)V  the  corn  and  lieans  thus  ohtained  the  l'ji<_:li>h  sul)>e- 
(juently  reconipcn>e(l  the  Indians,  hut  in  what  lorni,  \\'insh)\\', 
who  made  the  x'tMenicnl  w  hen  he  \  i-ited  Ma-^asnil  in  ,lnly  of 
lf)21,did  not  >tale  :  howc\cr,  the  nein-ial  icniark  ot  liradtord, 
"(hat  theyua\c  lull  >at  i--lacl  ion  to  thcii'Liood  content/'  is  evi- 
dfuce  a  M'ttleniciit  wa^  made  to  the  -ati-taclion  ol  holli  pai'tie^. 

While  thi>  tran^ai  tion  w  as  not  '*  t  radini:/"  yet  lieiiiLj-  the  first 
product^  of  the  Indian^  ohtained  hy  the  j-jiLili-h,  and  the  nu)nn'n- 
tous  residt>  to  the  Pilgrims  of  that  secil-corn,  il  deser\'es  nuni- 
tion.  How  the  Indian->  nnr>t  ha\c  xicwcil  ihc  t  lan-aci  ion,  the 
lresj)a>s  on  their  land,  and  the  lakini:'  away  ot  the  lood  they  had 
pro\  ided  lor  their  w  inlt  r">  >upply,  we  do  no!  know  ;  hut  it  is 
('a>y  to  iniaLzine  ;  and  it  mu'-t  ha\t'  exposed  the  I'ilLirims  to  the 
auLicr  ot  the  ahorinine^  to  he  thu>  treated  hy  the  >lranL:"ers  who 
had  landed  on  their  >hori'^. 

l-'orl miat ely  this  tir>t  act  of  the  laiiili-h  was  amicaMy  sctth'd 
with  Mas.sa.>oit,  hut  il  douhllo--  rankled  in  the  l)rea--t>  ot  the 
sa\aL''es,  and  may  have  caused  the  (h-l  ru<l  ion  ol  W'olon's  settle- 
ment and  the  threatened  annihilation  ot  the  ('ojony  of  IMyinoulh, 
axi'i'led  hy  the  .^laULihter  of  foui'  of  the  Indian  leader>. 

The  principal  article^  of  the  Indian-  which  the  lOniilish 
coidd  use  or  cXchanLI'i',  were  the  corn  and  heair--  they  rai>ed,  and 
the  l)ea\'er  and  otter  -kin>  they  ohtaiiH'(l.  'The  toriner  they 
could  use  as  food,  and  the  latter  send  to  l-aiiiland,  where  therci 
was  a  ready  market  for  them. 

That   there;  was   consich'rahh;   tradini:-   with  the  Indians  is 
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cvitltMit  from  tlic  tad  that  the  "  Foi'tmic,"  which  arrived  in 
Novcnilx'r,  1(>'_M,  was  h)a(h'il  with  two  "  hoii^shoads  ot  heaver 
aiul  otter  skins,"  ami  "  ixootl  eh4)i)()ar{l  and  some  saxel'ras,"  to 
the  vahu'  of  500  pounds  Kimlish  money,  and  saiU'd  m  Dec-endxM" 
for  KiiLiland.  That  the  TilLirinis  eouKl  ha\-e  Liatheicd  toi^cther 
so  many  >kin>  frt)m  thi'  Indians,  and  ha\e  prepared  (daphoards 
and  x'laired  sa>->afras  sullieient  to  ha\'e  h)a(h'd  thi'  I'ortune," 
ahhoiiLih  oidy  of  tifty-li\'e  tons  hurlhi-n,  i>  a  wonih'r,  for,  he  it 
remend)ered,  half  of  thi'ir  numher  had  died  diirini:'  the  winter, 
and  the  remain(K'r  had  heen  >iek  exeepl  (\iplain  Standish  and  a 
l(!\v  others,  who  had  the  eare  ol  the  i'e>t,  and  thenrs(d\es  to  pro- 
\i(h'  with  tood. 

To  ha\('  ohtained  the  $2,f)00  worth  of  niei-ehandise  to  send 
liome  hy  the  tir-t  \('->el  lhat  \i->iled  them,  show^  they  nnr>t  ha\ c 
heen  diliiicnt  worker^:  \  el  they  were  eoiKh-mncd  hy  the  eapilal- 
i>ts  at  home  Ix'can^e  they  >ent  so  lilth-.  Thai  perhaps  was  their 
misfoit une,  for  the  ve>>rl  wa>  (•a|)tnred  Ity  a  l"'i-eneh  pirate  and 
all  their  ii()od>  taken. 

The  lir>t  distinct  tiaih-,  reeorch-il  hy  lhadlord,  was  th(^  pnr- 
eha«^e  of  L'tl  h()Li>head>  ol  corn  and  itean-  when  he  \isited  the 
Indians  in  the  >haUop,  purpo^inii'  to  uo  artuind  the  ('ap(>,  hut  on 
account  ot  **the  >hoal>  and  lien-e  wind  returned  to  Manamoyack 
liay". 

lie  does  tiot  slate  what  wa<  paid  t(»r  the  food  thev  thus 
ohtained,  l)ut  pi'ol>al»l\  in  lools,  a  ti'W  hoc^  to  plant  corn  and 
hcMUs,  and  kni\e.-  and  Lihr^s  head>.  The  latter  co-1  |-jii:lish 
very  lilth',  hul  heim:  so  nnn-h  >nperi<u'  to  the^  heads  of  the 
Indians,  made  liom  the  (|uahoi:'  and  periwinkle  shelU,  they  wei'e 
este(Mned  Ncry  hiL^ldy  hy  ihe  Indian-,  and  while  they  were  Used 
a>  money  of  e\chani:"e  hy  the  men,  they  were  worn  as  ornaments 
hy  the  women. 

The  standard  of  \alue  of  the  Mn^lish  was  the  pound  ster- 
lini:-,  and  with  that  as  the  measure  of  \  alue,  the  ( 'ourt  in  Ih  lO 
lixed  the  price  of  wampum  of  the  Indians  at  six  for  a  penny. 
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Tims  (lie  l);isi.s  ol"  Inidinii-  hct  wccii  tlio  Indians  and  llio 
I'jiiilish  was  ('stal)lislicd,  and  continued  x)  long  as  the  Indians 
had  any  portahle  ai'tirlcs  ol  \alu('  to  trach'  with  oi*  to  sell.  Hy 
the  lime  that  John  Cooke  was  ready  to  \c-a\v  IMymonlh  and  s(>tlle 
heie,  the  Indians  had  little  to  sell  except  their  land,  and  a  lari^H^ 
portion  ol  that  h:id  heen  di>posetl  ot  hy  the  truslini^-  Ahissa^oit , 
who  parted  with  his  domains  lor  a  lew  auricultural  tooU,  oi"  a 
lilt  le  cloth  and  wampum. 

As  has  heen  slated,  this  section  was  houuhl  hy  'M  ol  the 
oriiiinal  settlors  ol  riymoulh,  »I()hn  Cooke  heiuLi  one.  \\\  his 
wile,  Sarali  W  arren,  he  prol)ahly  hecame  the  ow  lu'r  ol  another 
ihirly-tourtli,  and  may  ha\e  hounht  hall  ol  another  t hirly-toiirlh, 
a>  he  wa>  the  ow  nei'  ol  two  and  one-hall  1  h  i  it  y- 1  ourl  lis  ol"  the 
territory . 

Ihil  helore  the  purclia-e  ol  the  i)aitmoiith  ti;ut,  in  \C)')2, 
Ma>^a-oil  had  >old,  in  li'>."^7,  the  territory  know  n  a--  the  "  Tili- 
(lllrt  "  Piirchax'  lo  a  Mi^s  l^li/ahflli  Pool,  who  seems  to  ha\C 
heen  an  eiilerpri.>iui:-  lady,  lor  >he  .-etlle(l  on  her  purchased  land 
and  ladtiv  aled  it. 

The  year  lollowiiiLi-,  in  1().")S,  Ma>>as()il  >old  to  the  I'jiLilish 
another  tract  ol  land,  which  included  the  territory  now  cmhiaccd 
in  Taunton,  l^a>ton,  Norton,  Maii^lield,  hinhton,  iM-rkley,  and 
I  Kay  II  ha  111 . 

In  hill,  Ma>->a>oit  >old  ^Men  inilo  s«|iiare";  this  sale  in- 
cluded w  hat  i>  now  Kchohoth,  Set  koiik,  l*aw  I  ucket ,  and  l*ro\  i- 
deiice. 

'\\\v  pui'chases  hy  the  .\hissachusetts  Settlement  prohahly 
"stimulated  ihe  Plymouth  people  to  hu}'  >onie  ol  Massasoit's  land 
heloiH^  their  more  enteipri^i iili  neiLihhors  ol"  l)o>ton  should  li'et 
j)o>-,es,sion  ol  the  whoh'  ol  it  Iroiu  the  too  ea>y  Kinu'.  l'he\'  no 
douht  realized  that  the  treaty  ot  peace  they  had  made  with  Mas- 
sasoit  helore  e\(Mi  the  Ahrs>achuset ts  Settlement  had  hei^un,  and 
the  lavorahle  impre»ion  ( i ovcu  iiors  l)radlord  and  W'inslow  had 
produce<|  on  the  lndian>'  minds  ol"  their  pacific  and  friendly  in- 
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Iciitioiis,  wiTc  Ix'inii-  iis(m1  tor  llic  IxMidil  ot  (hose  who  had  coiiif 
alter  thi'iii;  ill  sel t-(K't\Mic(%  1  hcrctorc,  they  (h'cicU'il  to  [)r()tcH't 
themselves  Ix'tore  their  active  and  less  scriipidous  iieiij:hl)()rs  had 
appropriated  all  of  Massasoii's  land. 

The  tir>t  transaclidn  in  real  estate  rec«»rdeil  in  the  records  ol" 
Plynionlh,  was  thi^  sale  ol  one  -Acvr  id  lainl  '*  lyinu"  on  the  north 
side  ol  the  town,  by  Philip  Delaiioy  to  Ste|)hen  Di'an/'and  the 
price  named  was  loni  ))onnds  >terlinL:  or  the  ei|ui\alent  ol  that 
amount  in  Lioods." 

llavinii"  disposed  ot"  about  all  they  had  to  the  bjiiilish,  e\_ 
cept  what  land  they  actually  occupied,  the  Indians  reali/t'(l  their 
poverty  as  compared  with  the  l-jiL[li-h,  ami  naturally  urew  dis- 
contented with  their  lot,  and  en\i()U->  ot  the  newcomers  who  wei"(^ 
p()>-e>N()r<  ot  their  hunt  inix-i:round>  which  were  bcinii;  converted 
into  truiltul  farms,  >toeked  wilh  eatth',  lior>e-,  sheep,  hoiis,  ami 
lowl,  while  by  the  u->e  ol  the  --aw-nnlU,  the  trees  were  beinu' 
(|ui(dvly  conv(!rted  into  lumbi-r,  and  the  Liri^l-nulls  i:round  the 
corn  into  meal. 

it  i^  not  surprisinii'  that  the  Indian-  \  iewe(l  with  conster- 
nation the  Lireat  chaniic  introilueed  by  the  newcomers. 

Tilt'  water  of  the  rivcu's  that  had  iiiii  undisturbed  to  tln^  sea, 
was  made  to  do  the  work  of  the  while  man  ;  to  izrind  his  corn,  or 
to  >aw  the  luinbt'r  to  be  u>>ed  to  buiM  hi-  hou-e>,  his  fort-,  or 
his  ships.  W  ith  his  nuns  he  could  -hoot  the  deer  (M'  the  wild 
turkeys  ol  the  wood-,  or  kill  the  dm  k-  and  i:ee.-e  which  they 
could  -eldom  reach  with  t hei r  arrow -,  and  those  same  ;.i'uns  w'(;rc 
deadly  weapons  when  u-eil  aLiaiii-t  them  in  warfi^re. 

Their  money,  wampum,  wa-  w  roiiuhl  out  only  by  slow, 
laboiiou-  work  ;  and  when  tinished  with  the  utmost  skill,  did  not 
compare  in  beauty  and  tini-h  w  ith  the  liLi-s  bead-  of  the  l\ni:li.-h, 
made  with  little  labor,  but  the  re-ult  ol  chemical  knowledL:c  that 
('nabh'd  them  to  produce  from  the  sand  a  -uli-taiice  unknown  to 
tlu'  Indian-  and  of  more  \alue  than  their  wampum. 

• 'Know  ledi^e  i>  power,"'  whether  in  the  domain  of  produc- 
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t]o\\  or  (lost ruction — and  llic  Indians  hiu'iinie  conscious  of  it. 
Their  measure  ot  \'alue,  and  their  niedium  of  exchanue,  were  de- 
stroyed, auil  a  new  measure  sul)>t it utcd,  ihe  Mniiiish  pound  stor- 
iini:"  was  lienceforth  to  l>e  that  measure  whih'  many  suhstilutes 
mii^ht  l)e  the  medium  ot  exehanu-e  in  trade. 

Thus  at  the  time  ol  the  setth'ment  ol  Fairha\-en,  the  money 
of  the  Indians  had  heen  "demonetized",  I'endered  woilhless,  hy 
tiie  ea>e  with  whieli  i:la>s  l»ead>  could  l)e  produced  in  I'jiLiland, 
and  couhl  he  >ent  here  l)y  tlie  shiph)ad.  With  their  money 
made  \\()rthh's>,  their  huntiiiLi"  grounds  converted  into  tarnrs, 
their  i'i\ers  ma^h'  to  (h)  the  work  ot  the  I'JiLi'Ii^h,  thus  inl erlei'inu^ 
with  tlie  a^ci'Ut  ol  the  tish,  upon  which  they  depeuth'd  tor  food; 
the  deer  and  the  rai)l»ils,  the  tui'key>  and  (piails  ot  tlie  woods 
1  riiihteiKMl  and  dimini>hed  in  mimhers  hy  the  ijuns  of  the  white 
man,  the  condition  ot  the  Indian^,  at  ihc  time  ol  the  death  of 
Massa^oit  ill  \va>  desperate  in(h'cd. 

Should  the  iiilialiitant-  of  some  distant  plamd  come  to  our 
earth  and  settle  amoiiL!'  us,  win*  had  know  Icdi^e  as  superior  to 
ours  a>  the  l-aiiilishmairs  wa<  to  the  Indian's,  who  could  convert 
the  earth  and  rocks  of  our  worhl  into  L:"old  hy  xtiin'  >iinple  chem- 
ical pr(n'e>>>  known  only  to  them,  with  weapon^  of  dest  luct  ion 
a>  much  exceediiiLi'  our^  in  the  power  ol  de^liaiction  as  the  i;uns 
of  the  i-jiiili-h  did  iIk^  hows  and  arrow-  ol  the  Indians,  and 
with  the  iiiild  made  fi'oiii  the  stone>  -h(»uld  purcha>e  all  our  land, 
and  other  proj)erty,  we  would  then  he  in  an  analoiious  condition, 
in  our  rehitions  to  the  newcomer-,  as  the  Indians  were  when 
their  wampum  \\a>  \alueless,  their  land  i;()ne,  and  the  game  of 
the  forot  frii:litened  heyond  their  reach. 

Such  was  hecoiniuL:"  the  condition  when  John  (\)oke  moved 
to  Fairhaveii  and  hegan  the  settlement  ot  thi>  section  of  the 
country  houiiht  of  Massasoit  and  his  son. 

To  coii>ider  the  tinancial  situation  it  would  he  necessary  to 
know  the  monetary  conditions  of  John  (Jooke's  time,  and  ahove 
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iloes  not  sccMii  to  l>o  mii  cxauircratcd  stiitcMiuMit  of  altairs  as  (lioy 
then  exist  I'd. 

'I'lic  Indians  had  parted  with  all  oi  their  heaver  and  otter 
skins,  and  the  rapid  settk'nient  ol  the  conntiy  hy  the  Kniilisli, 
and  the  nse  ot  the  ri\ers  loi-  mills  and  hoals,  so  invaded  the 
.Nonrees  ot  their  supplies  that  heaxcr  and  otter  skins  were  no 
lonii,er  ohtainahle  to  s(dl  to  tln'  lMii:li>h  tor  lire  Nvater,  or  the  iilass 
heads  for  wampum. 

Wealth  indues  the  possessor  w  ith  uidimited  power  lor  i^ood 
or  ill. 

The  h'lLrions  of  the  (';esars  despoiled  the  world  to  enrieh 
Koine  :  and  the  Spaniaids  mas^^aered  the  inhahilanls  of  Mexieo 
and  Peiii  to  ohtain  their  uold  and  >il\-er,  and  the  shiploads  ol  the 
prei'ious  metal  wrenched  troni  them  hy  i)rake,  laid  tlu'  founda- 
tions of  I'jiiiland's  wonderlul  eommereial  pri»sperity  and  made 
her  the  mistre>s  of  the  seas. 

l'\iirha\eu  was  settled  amidst  the  poscrty  of  the  ahorii^ines, 
and  h\  their  poxerty  they  were  de-l  i  ue(  I  I  o  exi  inel  ion  ;  the  war 
of  KiiiL!,'  Philip  was  a  last  di'>perate  eltoil  to  reiiain  what  had 
heen  lo.>.t,  and  to  a\cil  the  aiinihilal  ion  to  which  they  Nvere 
(h)ome(l.  I)urini:"  thi->  savaili"  war,  twel\'e  town>  wei'e  de>ti'o\'ed 
and  nn)re  than  six  hundred  lMiiili>h  killed,  amoiii:-  them  foui-  of 
the  settlers  of  »Iohn  C'ooke's  homestead. 

coinage:  of  monky 

The  inei'ease  of  population  in  .Ma>s;iehi^^etts  retpiired  a 
medium  ot  exehanue,  as  well  a>  a  measure  of  \alue.  The  lattei" 
had  heen  tixed,  the  pomnl  sterling-  heini^  the  standard.  In  l(t")2, 
some  eiiiht  years  hefore  (\){)k<''s  settlement  here,  the  (ieneral 
(\)urt,  at  Boston,  estal)Ii>hed  ''A  mint  to  coin  money".  These 
eoins  were  to  he  ot"  the  fineness  of  IOu!L:li>h  moiu'V,  of  12(1.,  l)d., 
.'hi.,  eaeh — to  he  stamped  "\.  K."  on  one  .^ide,  on  the  other 
Xlld.,  \'Id.,  and  1  lid. ,  aceording  to  their  respective  \alue.s. 


These  (u)ins  \V(M'e  in  circulation  when  John  (\)ok(;  seltled  in 
Fairhaxcn,  hut  siKcr  was  tlien  too  precious  to  ocapc  the  cupidity 
ot"  ihc  a\'aricious,  and  their  plainiu'ss  sul)ieclcil  them  (o  so  nuu-h 
clippini;-  and  washiuii',  they  were  supphmted  by  coin  of  .shiilinus 
aiul  .^inaMer  coin,  with  a  doui)h>  rini;-  on  either  si(h'  \viti»  Mass- 
achu>etl>  and  a  tree  in  th(^  centre  on  one  si(h',  \e\v  10nu;hind  and 
the  tiate  on  the  other.  I^scry  >hillini;  wax  to  weii^ii  three-penny 
trov  weight,  and  kisser  coins  in  pi'oportion  oi  \  ahie. 

In  two  years  after  »Iohn  Cooke's  setth'nient   here,  a 

two-penny  piece  was  a(hK'd  to  the  coins. 

'The  Ma-'xai-hux'tt >  mint  contimu'd  to  coin  these  pieces  for 
a  pel  iod  ot     \  years,  hut  all  l)ore  the  dale  of*  1(>(12. 

hurinu'  the  rciL^'ii  ol  \\'illiam  and  Mary  of  iMii^land,  copper 
coiir<-  Were  struck  in  iji^land,  for  the  New  l'ji'_:land  colony,  hav- 
iiii:  ou  one  >ide  an  elephant  (po>sil)ly  -11: iii lleant  of  the  load 
iMiLiland  had  on  her  haiuls,)  and  on  the  other  "(Jod  Preserve 
New  I'jiiiland". 

Duriiii:"  the  reiuii  of  ( ieorLi'e  I,  coin^  weic  made  in  lCni!;laiul 
composed  of  copper  and  /.ine,  roeiuhlinu'  i^old  in  color.  ( )n  one 
side  was  >tampe(l  the  head  ot'  Kiui:-  (ii'oriie,  (»n  the  re\'erse  side 
a  lariii'  douhle  ro>e  and  the  W(M'd-,  "Ko-a  Ameiieana  l^tile 
|)ulci".  Slicmiou^  ettorts  were  made  t  o  i  nl  roduct'  1  liese  coiirs 
in  the  colonio,  and  crcaleil  much  indiitiiat ion  anu)ng  the  col- 
oni>l>. 

I  )urini:-  th,'  year^  177.S  to  ITS'.),  the  power  of  coinaiic  was 
e\erci>e<l  hy  the  c( m fedei  at  ion  and  also  hy  se\'eral  of  the  states. 

W'rmont,  ( 'omiect  ieul ,  \'irL:inia,  New  deisey  and  Maryland 
as  soverciLiU  >tates,  issued  money  stamptMl  in  their  own  mints,  and 
Massachusetts  aiiain  >tailed  her  mint>  and  coiih'tl  cents  with  the 
tii:ure  familiar  to  her  citi/ens.  ( )u  one  side,  was  the  Anu'ricaii 
l^aule  with  arrows  in  the  riLiht  talon,  and  an  oliNc  branch  in  the 
left;  a  shield  on  its  hicast  heai-ini:-  the  word  "Cent."  The 
motto,      Massachusetts,  17(S.S'\    ( )ii  the  re\  ('r>e,  the  tiiiure  ot  an

Indian  holdiniz-  :i  l)()\v  and  arrow,  Ici^end  *'  ( 'omnionwctdl h"  and 
a  star. 

After  the  adoption  ot  tlie  eon^titiuion,  a  c-ode  ot  laws  was 
enaeted  for  the  regulation  of  coinai^'e.  Some  chanuc-^  were  made 
in  l(SiW,  when  tlie  standard  of  tinencss  ol  hoth  Liold  and  siKcr 
Nvas  tixed  ii-lU  tine:  the  weight  of  the  lidM  i-oins  remained  nn- 
ehaJiiied,  i)Ut  tlie  weiiiht  of  the  silver  dollar  \\a>  icdiiceil  to 
U  "J  1-:^  iii'aiirs,  or  'M ')  iirains  of  pure  ^ihcrand  1)7..')  grains  of 
alloy. 

In  hST."),  the  i^old  dollar  of  (ho  >landard  weii^ht  of  2'). 8 
l^rains  wa>  lixed  as  the  unit  ol  value  lor  tlu'  I  nited  Stales. 

Thu.s  liradually  the  measure  ol  \ahie  wa-  ehaiiLicd  Irom  the 
Knglisli  pound  steilim:-  adopteil  l»y  the  rolouies,  to  the  L^old 
dollar  of  25.8  irraiirs  troy  weiirht,  (»1  I'-lO  line, —  one-tenth  heinii- 
copper  and  siUcr. 

So  fiom  the  wampum  of  the  Indi;in.>  lo  the  lioKI  >tandard  ol 
the  Nation,  the  money  ol  l''aii'ha\en  \\a^  neeosarily  elianLicd  lo 
conform  to  the  condilion>  as  lixed  l>y  cu>lom  or  law  . 

Locally,  h\aiiha\'en  wa-^  early  faxoicd  hy  ha\inir  a  hank  to 
miM't  the  re(iuirements  ol    it>^  l)U-ine>^.  whalini:"  increased, 

the  need  of  ready  money  hecanu'  j)i-e>^inL:",  and  to  meet  this  need, 
the  FairhaNcn  Hank  was  estahli^lu'd  in  ls.)l.  The  money  of  ihis 
institution  cont rihuteil  liicatly  to  the  -ellh'menl  ol  accounls  upon 
the  return  ol  the  ves>els  trom  the  loui:"  \(i\aL:e>  thai  were  neci's- 
>ary  duriuL^  the  nu)st  pro^perou■^  time>  ol  lliis  industi-y.  The 
Fairhaven  Haid;  was  a  State  institution  and  operated  undei'  tin; 
hankiuLi:  laws  of  Massachusetts.  Before  lS(;4,e:rch  State  estah- 
li>hed  its  own  hanks,  which  i>sue(l  their  own  hills:  these  li'ene- 
rally  pas.sed  current  Nvithin  the  limit-  of  the  Slate  in  which  the 
hank  was  located;  hut  hcyond  tho>e  limiN  the  hill-^  were  suhject 
lo  discounts,  often  ten  piM'  cent.,  in  many  case.>  e\cn  laiucr 
discounts  were  demanded  for  money  of  l)ank>  located  in  another 
State.  This  made  good  husiness  for  hrokers,  who  exchanged 
the  monc}'  of  hanks  out  of  the  State,  l<u-  the  money  of  the  State 
in  which  it  was  to  he  used,  for  a  liheral  discount. 


Tlio  porsonjil  oxpeiience  of  one  of  (nir  own  citizens,  is  per- 
haps a  liooil  illuslrat ion  of  some  of  (he  dilliciill ies  ot  tlie  days 
before  the  national  l)anks  issnecl  their  [uipcr  money,  or  the  uon- 
crmnent  its  K\i:al  tenders,  United  States  notes  and  Treasniy 
nott'^,  all  ot"  whieh  pass  c-iiricnt  in  any  part  of  this  eonntry,  and 
can  he  nsed  at  their  tace  value  in  mo>t  loreiiiii  countries. 

Our  citizen's  ex})erience  as  related  hy  him  was  as  follows: 

'Slust  hefore  tin*  war  ot  ISdl,  while  at  work  in  Diiihton,  I 
was  paid  my  nionthly  wanes  in  hills  on  a  Rhode  Island  hank.  I 
can  seem  to  see  them  vvrw  wow  :  they  were  oi  a  tleep  red  color 
and  pre>enled  a  strikini:  a})pcarance."' 

•*\\'ith  my  moiu-y  in  hand  \  went  to  the  i^rocer's  and  handed 
him  some  ol  lln'  hilU  to  pay  my  account.'" 

"The  Lli'ocer  took  the  hills,  looked  at  them,  >hook  his  head 
and  retuiiied  them  to  me  with  the  lac(»nic  reinaik  '  no  n'ood.'  "* 

••!  then  tried  the  hutcher,  who  al>o  relused  to  receive?  th(» 
money  sayini:  'can't  take  loreinn  money.''' 

"  Atter  >oine  in([uii"y,  I  went  to  one  ot  the  hanks  in  Taunton 
where  I  cxchanLTcd  the  '  toi-eiiin  '  money  tor  Taunton  hills,  with 
which  I  >()on  settled  my  accounts,  hut  I  had  to  allow  10/^  eom- 
mis>ion  tor  liood  hoim-  money."  , 

Sometimes  it  was  ahuo-^t  a^  hard  wovk  to  di>))()se  ot  the 
moni'y  received  for  lahor  or  tor  arficle>  ot' connnerce  as  it  was  to 
earn  or  to  it  ;  a  statement  iiu  redihle  to  those  ot  the  yonniiCi" 
ii:eneration  whose  only  ditlii  ulty  is  the  ii'eltinLi'  enouLlh  ol  it. 

'I'hi'  war  tor  the  presei  vat ion  ot  the  Union  re<juii-ed  innnense 
smns  ol' mom^v  to  prosecute  it,  and  the  >tate  hanks  wen;  turned 
to  as  a  >onrce  ot  supply  :  they  did  not  disappoint  the  liovermnent . 

In  l.si).),  an  act  of  Congress,  amende(l  in  1<S(;4,  authorized  the 
estahlishment  of  national  hanks,  and  the  Kairha\en  I)ank  became 
a  national  hank  that  year,  hy  coinplyiuL^  with  the  re(piireinents  of 

law  and  suhscrihi ni:"  and  payinir  toi-  the  re(juired  amount  of 
L!()vermnent  h()nd>.     'i'here  were  at  that  lime,  KlOO  >tate  haid^s  in

the  country,  in  tl'^'  imiiicrical  order  of  nal ioiial  cliiutcrs,  llu* 
FaiiliavL'ii  Hank  luiinhcrcd  4\H). 

The  |)rt)in[)tiK'.ss  with  which  the  hank  of  this  town  tendered 
it>  aid  to  the  lioveinnient ,  in  its  extrenie  uri:ency  for  money  to 
(U'fray  the  expenses  of  the  war,  was  a  ci  i'dit  to  its  nianaiiiMnent , 
and  an  lionor  to  its  >toekhoMers,  w  ho  a pproN cd  and  ratitied  its 
act  ion. 

(lohl  at  that  time  was  $L\tS,'),  and  the  (h'ht  ol  the  u'oviMiiment 
o\('r  two  tliou>and  million  ilollar>. 

Happily  the  ready  aid  of  the  national  lianks  contrihuted  in 
no  >mall  (h'Liree  to  the  helj)  of  the  L^oN'ernnient  in  pri)secut ini:"  its 
i:ii:antic  war  to  a  sncces>tid  issue. 

In  the  year  the  year  lollowiuL:  the  e>>t  ahli-Innent  of  the 

state  hank,  llu'  FairhaNcn  I  it  ut  it  mi  Im-  Sa\inLi>  wa--  oriiani/.ed 
hy  the  (iencral  Court  ol  .Mas>achu>el  I w  hicli  has  furnished  a 
sale  (h'po>it  lor  the  earninLi>  ol  the  people,  and  ha>^  heen  an 
encourai4"ement  to  ihem  to  piactice  IruLialily,  and  therehy  lay  the 
loundation>  lor  the  >a\  ini:  ol  earnini:^  lor  ili>aliiruy  or  old  aii'e. 

'I'oday,  the  Institution  has  deposits  aiii^reiiat ini:'  onci"  half  a 
million  ol  dollars,  which  are  loaned  to  partii-^,  wln)  i-e(|uire  aid  to 
make  them>el\  ('s  hoinc^  ol  their  ow  n,  an<l  t o  corporal  ions  w  hich 
furnish  einploynuMit  to  the  people. 

It  wa>  only  hy  posse-^-ini:'  ca|)ital,  the  sa\ini:>  (;f  lahor,  that 
the  iireat  mills  that  are  operated  on  the  l>aid<>  ol  the  Acushiud 
ri\('r,  were  erected,  aiul  hy  its  poss(>>sion  and  u-e,  those  institu- 
tioir>  ol  indu>liy  secure  the  necessary  raw  maltuial  and  j)ay  the 
wecd^iy  wau'es  ol  the  1 '),()()()  employee^  that  lind  cmploynuuit  in 
them. 

The  saviniz's  hanks  ot  ( )ld  Dartmouth  lia\e  heen  an  important 
factor  in  ))romotini:-  the  Lirowth  and  pi-o>perily  of  this  >ection  of 
•  the  country,  and  e\-ery  (h'[)o>itor  in  tho^e  in-l it ut ions,   has  con- 
trihuted his  or  \\ov  share  to  that  end.

I  1 1 1  >  (Mliicat  ional  lii-toi  y  ot"  llic  town  may  itiopcrly  be  divided 
into  llnct'  (li>liiicl  |U'ii()d>  :  lliccia  ol  the  l)i>h'irl  Srliool, 
when  each  di-(ricl  \\a>  allll()^t  a  coinplclc  aiiloiiniiiy,  iiiaiiaLicd  tor 
Liood  or  ill  l>y  the  disc  ret  ion  or  tlie  iiiiw  ixhuii  ol  I  he  ])etty  diet  at  or, 
the  prinh'iit iai  eoininitteeiiiaii,  when  the  ot)iett  seemed  to  he,  in 
too  many  eases,  to  luHill  the  h-tter  (»1  the  law  hy  keej)ini:  a  seho(d 
ri'iiardles-  ot  the  spirit  ot  true  edmation  in  keepini:"  a  irood 
school,  when  hnt  tor  the  inllnenee  and  exertion^  ot  some  i,.\v  far- 
sighted  men  on  the  town  conunit tee•^,  the  sehool>  would  ha\('  heen 
e\('n  W()i>e  than  tlie\'  wci'e;  the  second  perio(l,  datinii"  liom  the 
e>tal)lishment  ot  the  Iliizh  School  and  extendini:  to  the  lime  when 
the  Pistiii'l  School  system  was  tinally  al)oli>hed,  and  the  sehools 
were  manai;(Ml  hy  a  central  authority,  and  the  teachers  and  >chools 
weic  directly  responsible  to  the  anthoi  ity  ot  the  town  committee  ; 
and  the  third  pcM'iod  which  co\'er>  llu^  tinu-  trom  the  hnildinu:  of 
the  Koiicrs  School  and  the  (declion  ol  the  tir>l  sir))erinteMdenl  (d 
Nchool.N  to  the  present  day. 

In  considerinir  the  seho()l>  of  l''airha\'en  nndei'the  I)isti-ict 
School  system,  a  system  which  dated  in  our  -tale  from  17MI,  and 
which  Horace  Mami  said  was  the  "  mo>t  unfortunate  law  on  the 
subject  of  the  conmion  school>  cNcr  enacted  in  this  state,"  we 
must  thiidv  ot  Fairha\'eM  which  then  included  Acuslmet,  as 
containini:,  nineteen  districts,  extending  from  Long  Plain  to  West 
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Isliuul,  the  t(\'ichors  in  vavU  district  appointed  hy  the  local 
coininitteeiiinn  and  virtnally  I'esponsihle  to  liim  alone. 

It  is  true  the  town  coinniittec  had  a  certain  veto  power  on 
appointUHMits  and  dismissals,  hut  scddoni  was  it  used.  One 
notahle  use  (»t  this  salutary  power  was  recoi'ded  in  the  cas(^  ot  a 
teacher  who  had  heen  summarily  di.NinisscMl  lor  llo<:uinu'  the  son 
ot  the  prudential  comnnttee,  hut  who  was  restored  to  his  de^k  1)}^ 
the  town  committee.     Ihit  such  in>lance>  were  rare. 

It  \\  \\\  i:ive  a  better  idea  of  the  condition  ol  affairs  in  those 
"  liood  old  days''  if  we  descrihe  th<'  I)uildinLis  which  sheltered  the 
children  of  Fairhaven  in  their  >chool  days.  The  typi^-al  school- 
house  which  tairly  repre>ente«l  at  h'a^^t  titteen  of  tln^  nineteen 
huildiuiis  wa>  a  low  one->toi\  wooden  hou>e,  ahout  liftecMi  or 
.sixteen  feet  hy  twenty,  outside  mea>urenuMit ,  unpainted,  ''hut 
eini)eHi>he(l  with  jackknife  eiiLira\ ini^s  on  all  sides,"  many  of 
these  cuts  heiui:-  extremely  ollensixc  and  ohsccue. 

There  were  no  hiinds  hut  occa>i()nal  -hulters,  prohahly  to 
protect  th«>  windows  ai:ain>>t  ^tone  fhrowinu. 

ln>ide  wcic  no  curtains  at  the  windows,  no  Mackhoards,  or 
if  there  was  an  instance  here  and  there  ol  a  l)lackI)oard  il  was 
randy  n>ed.  Near  one  .schoolhouse  \va^  tound  the  school  hlack- 
hoard  lloatini:'  in  the  mill  [)ond  where  it  had  heen  for  nearly  a 
year. 

In  another  school  a  /.ealous  committeeman  endeavoriMl  to 
show  the  teacher  and  pupils  the  u>e  ol  the  hoaid,  and  dvvw  a 
maj)  upon  it>  >urlace,  w  hich  was  found  intact  w  hen  he  visited  the 
school  thi-ee  months  latei*.  There  wa>  no  nu^ms^of  \entilation, 
the  seat.s,  each  holdinu'  trom  thice  io  >\\  children,  were  arranned 
on  thi'oe  sides  of  a  hollow  s(juai'e  lacing  the  centre,  where  a  stove 
kept  the  temperature  at  S(>^  to  \)()\ 

Thirty  or  more  children  in  hii:h  seats,  w  here  their  feet  could 
not  touch  the  lloor,  were  packed  cdoscdy  as  they  could  he  stowed, 
with  absolutely  no  ventilation  except  the  cold  winds  blowini:-  in 
llirouiih  the  loose  window  easinLis,  causinir  one  connniltee  in  its 
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Nearly  report  to  siiy  the  "only  thing  whii-h  s;i\'es  the  ehildren 
troni  sinldcii  death  is  the  fact  that  the  house  is  not  tiuht."  'I'liere 
wi're  no  woodhouses,  so  the  wood  \va>  ollen  wet  and  soLjiiy. 

There  were  no  \'esld)ules,  the  outer  cdothinii"  ot  the  ehildren 
h\[\\ii:  around  ihe  srhoolrooni,  |)la>terini>-  was  tallinu'  down, 
sinokepipes  were  sometimes  repaired  with  jjajx'r  stutfed  in  the 
ei-aeks. 

To  (juote  from  a  >t-hool  report  in  the  early  -lO's,  "  Vnv  one 
thini4  sve  are  thanklid,  the  >1o\'e  is  ^o  craeked  as  to  allow  the 
spai'ks  and  a>heM  to  fall  on  the  unproleete(l  lloor,  whieh  liave 
pr(Mni>i'  that  the  huildini:  miiiht  1:0  off  one  day  in  a  rapid  eon- 
gumption.  Indct'd,  the  teacher  had  already  hcen  ohliircMl  to 
hetake  lierxdf  to  the  water  cure.  indeed,  ^urh  zeal  on  hei'  part 
we  (  (juld  l>y  no  means  appi'oxc." 

The  "-anitary  a j )plianc('>^  would  x-eiii  at  thi>  day  incredible, 
two  or  three  of  the  >clioolliou>e>  ha\inLr  ahsolutely  no  out- 
houses, and  one  >chool  ha \  i uli  such  a  huildinLiopenini:'  directly 
into  the  entry,  within  four  leet  of  the  inner  door,  while  inside  tin; 
>ch()oli-oom ,  a  few  feet  away,  N\a^  a  lire  of  itla/ini:'  wood. 

Tnlil  al)out  isi;;  all  >orts  of  l»o()k>  wci'e  u^ed  in  the  schools^ 
W  hat  hooks  the  children  had  at  home  they  hroULiht  to  school. 

( 'la»  recitati(m  was  impos^ihle.  Soinetime>  thirty  or  forty 
recitations  a  day  would  be  L^onc  throuiih  with. 

An  effort  wa^  made  in  that  year  to  secure  uniformity  and  a 
li-'t  of  hooks  was  prescribed. 

This  list,  which  was  a  good  one  for  the  times,  was  in  niain 
as  follows:  \\'orce>ter'>  primei",  National  sp(dlin<jf  book.  Smith's 
geography  aixl  atla>,  ()nn'y'>  primary  geography,  ( ioodi'icth's  II. 
S.  history,  W'ebster'.s  school  diet ionai"}',  liailey's  algebra,  lilake's 
philosophy,  l*arley's  history,  liible,  J^olitical  c-lass  book,  Hitch- 
cock's bookkeeping,  I'jnerson's  tirst,  x-cond,  and  third  class 
readers,  lOmerson's  part  arithmetic,  pln'siology . 

Another  ho[){;ful  sign  was  the  placing  school  libraries  in 
many  of  the  i)uildings  in  accordance  w  ith  a  vote  of  the  iesrislatiire 
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which  aulhori/ecl  disti-icls  to  cxpoiul  $,■)()  tho  lir>t  yt-ar,  and  a 
.small  smu  in  .succaHMrmir  years,  to  ostal)li.>h  and  niaiiilain  siu-li 
libraries.  The  iiilliu'iu-e  ot"  lloiace  Mann,  the  al)h\^t  Slate 
Superintendent,  of  Ivhuation  that  evi-r  presided  oxer  the  edu- 
cational interests  ot  any  eonnnonwcalth,  is  constant ly  niani test 
in  the  very  interestinif  school  reports  oi  thi>  period. 

Meanwhile  the  teachinLi-  toi-ce  in  too  many  instances  was  not 
nnich  hettei-  than  their  hnildini:s.  Teachers  "  hoaiiled  lound,'' 
untrained  L'^irls  taiiizht  in  Sunnnei',  mm  the  ^\' inter  >chools,  which 
were  otteii  in  charn'c  ol  whalemen,  hunie  trom  a  with  a 

chance  to  occupy  a  lew  leisure  months  on  shore  w  itli  t»'achini:' 
country  schools. 

Parents  seldom  or  nex'er  vi-il(M|  the  x  hooU.  It  siM'ined  to 
he  the  purpose  ot"  the  Prudenli.il  Commit  I  iiv-  1  o  lei  thin:i>>lide 
alonu"  and  -a\'e  expense.  As  one  ciilic  e\[)re-se(l  it,  The  hest 
way  lor  a  School  ( 'onnnit leiMnan  to  make  hiin--elt  |)opul.ir  is  lo 
.>-ay  nothinir,  spend  nothinu',  Jnid  do  iiolhiuLi."" 

In  const ructinLC  the  houses  de>ci'il)i'd  al)()\(\  a  school  repoit 
ot  this  peiiod  say>  ol  the  method,  "  They  tii>l  pul  on  ihe  huihl- 
jjJiX  committee  a  house  carj)enU'r,  liecau-e  he  c.in  l<'ll  how  to  huihj 
the  cheapest,  second,  perhap-.  a  ship  captain,  hecau>c  he  lets  hcen 
accustonu'd  to  stowini:-  the  hold  ot  a  >hip,  thirti,  a  larmer  who 
lea\('s  the  details  to  (he  others." 

At  this  time  with  1100  children  ot  school  aiic  in  town, 
three-fourths  of  the  childri'ii  in  the  villaLl'e  duriuL^  the  \\'interand 
four-lifths  in  SunnntM-  recei\'ed  no  henelit  of  the  x  hooliiii:  such 
as  it  \vas.  In  fact,  one  di>trict  voled  that  m >  ciiildren  oxer  ten 
years  old  should  attend  school  in  Sunmier,  and  none  under  ten 
should  attend  Winter  school. 

^'et  at  this  titne  the  rule-  were  thai  e\ cry  x'holar  \vho  * '  shal I 
he  uhsent  trom  school  in  couse(|Uence  of  domestic  sei  \  ice  on 
washing  day  shall  make  up  the  recilalion>  ihu-^  h),^t." 

it  Nvas  the  untiring  zeal  and  unsparing  criticism  of  certain 
hroadminded  men  on  the  town  commitlee^,  who  for  yeai's  k(!pt 


up  a  coiistjint  lire  ot  ariiuincnt,  ridiculo,  and  apjx'al,  which 
lirachially  l)r()Uiihl  the  coiniiiunity  to  its  sensi.'s. 

They  iiiillinchiiiirly  critii-i/od  iucmi  and  nu'lliods — One  Prii- 
d(Mitial  ( 'onnnitteeinan  "  ouniit  to  ht'  indicted."  One  sehool- 
honx'  was  likened  to  an  "  old  man  w  hose  nianitOld  vices  are 
wiitten  on  his  every  feature  and  imprinted  on  eveiy  limi),  covered 
with  raiis  *  *  whose  very  a})pearance  in\ ites  death  to  rid 
hinis(dt  and  tiie  world  of  so  h)athsoiue  a  thini:/* 

lOven  so  early  as  is  tl,  was  >larted  an  as>()ciation  in  (liffer(Mit 
parts  of  the  town  "whose  oltject  is  to  act|uirc  and  dill'use.  i)y 
means  ol  lectures,  <li>cussi()ns,  and  otherwise,  inlormation 
conceiMiiiiL!:  the  common  >chools  and  the  hcsl  means  of  improviuii" 
tlu-m,  the  nicmhers  ol  which  ha\e  i'e>ol\i'd,  amoni;"  other  things, 
to  he  th('m>cl\('s  ficMjuent  visitors  ot  the  schools." 

In  is  11  it  was  already  suiiii'oted  that  the  districts  he 
irr(tupc(l  toLictlu'r  so  that  one  school  could  l)c  made  to  accom- 
modate thice  or  tour  di>tiicts.  it  is  supposed  that  lour  or  live 
>cliool>,  it  properly  located,  would  he  >iillieient  lor  tlui  whole 
tt)\\i».     In  and  lor  year.'^  allt'r  it  w  a>  ur^Ml  that  the  District 

sy.-,tem  he  ;d )olisheil.  Dr.  Sawyer  and  othei'  lorcetiil  men  who 
honoii'd  the  towi\  hy  serN  ing  uj)on  it>  school  c-onunittee  pressed 
the  expeilieiu'y  ot  the  change.  They  al>o  adsotated  the  employ- 
ment ol"  a  town  Superintendent  ot  Schools  forty  years  hefore 
such  an  ollicer  was  elected.  They  at  lempted  ^railing  t  he  schools. 
A  grammar  si-hool  was  started  in  Ai)ril,  is  I.'),  h\'  making  o\er  the 
old  district  school  houx^  on  ( 'cut  re  >t  reel .  Three  schools  were 
plamied  for  this  huililing,  a  grammar  x-hool,  a  nu'ilium  sc;h()ol, 
and  an  infant  department.  We  tind  in  l.Slli,  Iliiam  \V.  French 
a>  [)rincipal  and  Margaret,  Kempton,  assi.>lant.  In  hSt-t  thes(i 
proi:ressi\'e  comuMtteenu'ii  even  urgcid  a  sc^wtu'  to  drain  tlu;  Cen- 
tre street  lot. 

'i'here  was  manifest  hitter  sectioiud  feeling  in  the  School 
committee  of  IS47-8.  So  intense  was  the  feeling  that  two  in- 
de[)(!ndi'nt  committees  issued  school  reports,  the  two  froiu  the 
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north  011(1  ot  the  town  r^tiindinii-  touctiier,  while  three  iroin  the 
south  end,  or  ^vhat  i.s  now  Kaiiha\(Mi  proper,  resiMitinii'  the 
attitude  oi  the  Conunittee  from  Aeushnet,  look  the  stand  that 
teaehers  and  C'onunitteenien  should  not  hi'  the  same  indiN  iduals, 
it  heinjj^  a  faet  that  holh  ( 'onnnittecnuMi  Irom  Aeushiu't  t;iuuht 
winter  sehools.  IMie  teelinii'  het ween  the  seetions  was  not  aliased 
till  the  town  was  divided  and  Aeu>hiu't  set  oil.  With  var\  inu' 
success  3'et  always  at  a  i:reat  di>ad\ antaiie  the  district  sehools 
continued  till  ISI)!*  when  thev  were  al)olished  hy  ai-l  ot"  the  Lei:- 
islature.  ( )t  the  system,  (ieo.  S.  Houtwcll,  who  was  State 
Secretary  ol  Instruction  in  1S51>  said:  ll  was  a  "system  ad- 
mirahly  calcuhited  to  >ecure  poor  schools,  i ncompeleni  teachers, 
eonse(iuent  waste  of  [)ul)lic  money,  and  yet  neil  her  ( Vtimnitlee 
nor  district,  nor  town  he  re^pon-ihle  ihereior."" 

lielore  the  e^tal)li>hmeiil  ot  thi-  Ilii^h  School  iu  18')2  private 
schools  llourished.  ( )n  Api  il  \'.\,  17'J.s,  a  nicclinii-  of  citizens  was 
held  at  which  it  was  auri'cd  to  huihl  an  "Academy  between  the 
\  illaLres  of  Oxford,  .')()  It.  and  half  hy  I  ll.  half,  two  story 
hiirh."  The  ai:reement  was  si^nicd  hy  l^-.i-.w  Sherman,  Henj. 
Lincoln,  Levi  denne,  Noah  Stoddard,  Nicholas  Stotldard,  Kilh'v 
Kldrid^e.,  Thomas  Delano,  dethro  Allen,  Joseph  Hates,  liohert 
lU'imett,  Keuhen  Jenne,  Nicholas  Taher,  :ind  Luther  ^\'ilson. 
The  school  was  eslahli>hed  and  opened  on  May  1,  IMK),  under 
(iah'U  Hicks  and  Sally  (  ady. 

In  1?>02  it  was  tauirhl  h\'  Kichai-d  Sawyer,  and  later  in  the 
year  hy  flohn  Nye  and  Al)iah  Haskell.  ()lher  teachers  in  later 
years  were  Messrs.  Ward,  (^uind)y.  Like,  Zal)di(d  Sain[)son,  and 
Lewis  Hartlett. 

Luhlic  and  relii:ious  meetiniis  were  ludd  in  this  huildini^*, 
and  it  proved  a  certain  centre  lor  puhlic-  functions.  In  tlie  Hi'is- 
lol  (iazette  of  1«SL"),  a  military  company  was  adviserl  hy  adver- 
tisement to  meet  for  drill  in  front  of  the  Academy. 

The  Academy,  which  was  tirst  called  the  Xew  Beiltord 
Academy,  cared  for  pui)ils  of  both  sexes. 
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Lewis  liartlclt  ai'tcrwai'd  opened  a  pri\ale  seliool  on  Sprini: 
street,  which  was  well  atteiuled  and  providt'd  a  iiood  iirainniar 
school  education. 

Ahout  1<S4()  a  younu"  ladies'  hoanlinu"  school  which  als(>  ad- 
mitted youni;"  children  ot  both  sexes  was  opened  l»y  the  Ivev. 
AN'illiatn  (iould,  and  Nvas  veiy  widl  patronized  hy  I^'airha\en  and 
New  liedtord  ))eople.  'I'his  proved  a  \'ery  popular  school  tor  a 
nuin))er  ot  years,  many  of  the  pupiU  ot  the  >cho()l  still  livinir  in 
the  vicinity.  A  school  lor  youni:  children  was  successiully 
carried  on  tor  many  yeais  hy  .Mis>  Mary  Stoddard  in  the  huild- 
inir  on  \\'ashinL!,ton  strei't,  diieclly  acro>^  Iroin  the  hou>i'  ol  the 
Protect  ini:'  Society. 

In  the  TO's  a  iiood  pri\ate  school  \\a>^  tauL^ht  hy  h'redeiack 
Hitch.  Other  school>  were  opened  and  had  \ai'yinii-  success, 
until  the  character  ol  the  puhlic  -cli()i»l>  \\a>  >o  well  estahlislu'd 
that  the  need  loi  ])ri\ate  school>  no  Ioiilum'  e\i>te(|. 

At  a  mertinii  ot  the  School  ( 'oniniillcc  on  Nov.  !,  1S')1,  it 
was  Noted  that  the  lliiih  School  comnicncc  il>  lir>t  term,  Jan. 
2t;,  ls:)L>. 

The  huildini:'  now  occui)ied  a>  a  Iliiih  School  was  oi'iiiinally 
u.->ed  as  a  Methodi>t  ("hunli,  and  was  retitted  and  adapted  to 
>chool  purj)ose.s  at  an  (V\peir->e  ot  ahout  $t.')()(). 

Mr.  M.  L.  Montague  was  tran^lcrrcd  trom  the  ('entre  St. 
( I rammai-  Srhoctl  anil  made  principal  ol  the  new  lliiih  School  at 
a  >alary  ot  SM)  per  month.  Mi>'>  AuLidiiu'  W.  Kinii  an<l  .Miss 
Hannah  A.  Hiyant  were  elccteil  a^>i>tants. 

'The  conditions  tor  entrance  were  >tate(l  hy  the  ('ommittce 
as  follows:  "A  i:"ood  knowledi^e  of  arithmetic  through  simple 
intei-est,  I'aiii,lish,  (iraimnar  in  par>inLi',  (leoiira()hy  suliicient  to 
he  tamiliar  with  maps,  readini:"  and  >pellini:." 

( )ut  ol  '.•.")  applicaids,  70  were  admitted,  and  the  Ilijjfh 
School  was  launched.  I^'roin  the  tir>t  it  piosccl  a  success,  and 
the  courses  as  planned,  c()mi)ared  very  lavorahly  with  the  course 
ot  similar  in>titutions  anywheic  in  New  Mnnland.     'I'ext  hooks 
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:it  tliat  time  wore  orudo  and  ill"}',  tcclinical  and  unaltractive  as 
c-()iii[)ari'(]  w  ith  hooks  in  iix'  in  oiii-  si-liools  today,  hut  they  were 
solid  and  snl)stant ial,  and  thonuh  we  niiiiiil  justly  eiiticise  the 
wisdom  of  analyzinii-  Milton  tor  (xiannnatical  ( 'onsti  iielion,  and 
rather  (juestion  thi'  eapaeitN'  ot  Ilii^h  Sehot)!  pupils  to  profit  nnieh 
Ironi  \\'att>  "  ( )n  the  mind,"'  yet  the  pupils  seemed  to  lhri\'e  on 
the  diet  and  thi'  school  i)r()spert!d. 

The  St'hool  Connnittee  still  .showed  an  intelliu-ent  interest  in 
details  ot  school  W(rrk,  and  Nve  eome  across  such  phrases  as  this 
in  the  yearly  reports.  "The  par>inLt"  hy  the  tirst,  second,  and 
third  clashes  in  Milton  'w  a--  vcn'y  correct '  "( 'onciM'nini;'  one 
school  N'isiled  iht'  wrilinii"  was  nol  nnu-h  to  l)i>ast  ol." 

A  tamiliar  complaint  which  has  heen  echoed  hy  e\'ery  com- 
mittee tor  o\i'r  lilty  years  ;i>  thouLdi  permanently  recorded  on  ;i 
phonoLiraph  cylinder,  icad  to  turn  on  in  each  >ucceedinLi-  report, 
appeals  in  the  report  ol  l(S.v2-.').  our  ("ommittiu'  iivv  lii'atilied 

(later  ('onmiiltees  wei-e  nol  so  uralelul)  with  tlu!  knowledii-e  that 
Mi-s  Walker's  >er\  ice>  are  eaiiiu'ly  sought  alter  hy  other  School 
('ommiltees  w  ith  increa>etl  compen-al  ion." 

Till'  next  year  lln'  ('oniinitlee  uriicd  the  employment  ol  an 
aii'ent  "whose  husincss  it  shall  he  to  attend  to  the  intcdiectual 
weltare"  ot"  the  school  children.  "Such  an  indi\idual  will  he 
coiisideri'd  as  indispeir^ahle  tor  the  intcdleclual  health  as  the 
pliN  sician  is  tor  the  corporeal."  ( )l  one  teacher  whom  many 
will  renuMuher  it  was  said  "  .Miss  Dean  (  i.ois)  is  one  ot  the  most 
enerij,"etic  and  ellicient  teachers  we  liaxc  excr  seen." 

Amonu'  many  uood  teachers  in  the  schools  of,  the  town  at 
thi>  time,  Mrs.  Mai'iiaret  Fairlield,  who  tauuiit  lor  many  years 
in  the  (\'ntr(»  St.  Scho(»l,  was  highly  conunended  in  tlu;  reports 
ot*  the  Commit t(^e. 

They  who  recently  listened  to  the  (dixpient  Decoration  Day 
addi'css  of  Col.  Geo.  L.  Montaiiue,  will  he  interest(ul  to  know 
that  District  Xo.  IT)  was  taught  hy  him  successfully  one  AV^inter. 
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Mr.  J.  P.  Allison  siicceedcil  to  tlic  priiicipars  duties  at  the 
Iliiiii  School  in  1.S54. 

TIm*  tir>t  two  liraduatcs  of  the  si-liool  to  enter  colleiic  were 
flolni  1).  ral)er  and  Isaac  Delano,  who  entered  Middh'town  and 
Vale  respect ividy. 

'That  the  standard  of  admission  to  the  school  was  to  he 
kept  up  is  e\inced  hy  two  facts:  The  Connnittee  wei-e  constant- 
ly iiri^ini:"  the  raisini:'  of  the  reijuirenu'iit^,  and  out  of  .")')  who  ap- 
plied in  Oct.  of  one  yeai  soon  after  the  school  was  estahlished , 
only  111  wei-e  admitted.

The  >chools  of  Faiihaven  recei\c'(l  a  fresh  inspiration  and  all 
educational  interests  were  (juii-kened  into  new  and  la^tiuLi' 
aclivities  hy  the  erei-tion  in  18-S')  ol  the  lioi:er>  School  l)uildini>:, 
a  nilt  to  the  toNvn  of  hi>  hiith  hy  .Mr.  Henry  II.  l\oi:'ers. 

In  place  of  the  old  red  schoolhou>e  of  the  lO's  deserihed  in 
the  openini^  paices  ot  thi>  [)aper,  the  town's  childri)n  now  had  an 
opportunity  to  enjoy  tln^  hest  of  e\-er}l hi n^  that  should  tend  to 
make  the  si-liolars'  life  pleasant  and  ludpful.  Lariie,  W(dl  heated 
rooms;  attracti\'e  grounds  ;  hiackhoards,  t Ik^  i^reat  d(\siderata  of 
the  former  committeemen,  linini:-  e\-ery  wall:  aiiy  corridors; 
pictures  on  the  ^valIs,  in  place  of  the  children's  clothing  hum:- over 
hroken  plastei-.  The  children  were  naturally  im[)i'essed  h}'  their 
l)leasaiit  surroundings,  and  it  is  a  fact  that  the  words  of  the  donor 
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of  tlio  buiklinu-,  askiiiir  the  childroii  to  respect  the  hiiildiiiuj  and 
see  that  no  defaeeinent  of  its  walls  should  mar  its  beauty  aud 
usefulness,  have  l)een  scrupulously  ohserscd,  and  I  doubt  if  a 
sehool  buildini:"  in  Massachusetts  shows  fewer  evidences  of 
malicious  or  thouiiiit less  iniury  at  the  hands  of  its  pupils. 

'I'he  KoLiers  School  was  opened  in  the  Fall  of  iSSf). 

'I'he  town  rose  to  the  occasion  and  in  ISSiJ  voted  to  emj)loy 
a  Su[)erinten(lent  of  Schools  who  should  be  principal  ol  the  lli<j;h 
School.  Mr.  Z.  W.  Kemp  tir^t  occu|)icd  thi>  position,  followi'd 
by  successi\('  principals  ot  th(^  lliiih  School  till  ISHT,  when  by 
a  union  with  Mattapoi>ett  and  Acu-lmet  a  l)i>trict  Superint(Mident 
wa^  (dected.  Mr.  \\.  W.  ( J  ray  ludd  I  hi-  po>il  ion  I  i  II  1!M)1  when 
he  was  succiieded  by  Ml'.  V.  M.  .Mar>h,  our  proeiit  Suj)erin- 
tentlent . 

The  enormous  inlluencc  tor  Li(>od  exerted  by  the  l\ogers 
School  anil  by  the  elei-tion  ol  a  Superintendent  ol  Schools,  can 
h:irdly  be  appreciate(l  except  by  a  clo-e  (tb>er\ er  ot  >cliool  aflairs, 
so  constant  and  so  steady  lia->  been  the  improvement,  and  so 
ready  are  we  as  a  coninmnily  to  accept  ei\  ic  improvements  as  a 
matter  of  course. 

l)Ut  every  \  i>it(U'  and  new  comer  to  our  town,  e-pecially  il 
Ik;  was  ever  a  resident  of  this  locality  in  early  times,  notes  and 
marvels  at  the  impro\ cments. 

To  eimmerale  a  few  of  the  improvements  in  the  educational 
fai-ilities  now  otl'ered  to  the  youth  ol  the  town,  will  i)erhaps  tit- 
tiuLily  illustrate  the  results  wliic-h  have  been  accomplished  since 
the  Ivoi:'er>  School  Was  opened. 

Music  was  introduced  as  a  i-ei:ular  ^tudy  in  I'Sl'l  with  Miss 
Jennie  II.  Tripp  as  the  lir>t  teacher,  followed  by  Miss  Tucker  and 
later  by  Mi>>  Trow  bi-idi:e. 

The  Faiihaven  IIii:h  School  Association  was  formed  in  18!l  l, 
a  society  which  aims  to  k(H'p  alive  inteic^t  in  the  Hiiih  Sclnxd 
and  serves  as  a  centre  around  which  cluster  the  traditions  and 
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niciiKtiics  ot  old  sc'liool  days,  niul  trom  which  radiato  present  day 
activities  h){)king  towards  the  iin))r()veiiiiMU  of  tlie  school. 

The  lirst  work  ot  this  Society  was  (jxpeiided  on  the  lawn  of 
the  lliuh  School. 

Mr.  Koii-ers  has  been  President  of  the  oruanizal  ion  since  its 
format  ion. 

A  delightful  ohserxance  was  held  of  the  fortieth  luiniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  lliuli  School  on  January  2(1,  I<S!)2,  when 
exeic'ises  were  held  at  tln'  Iliizh  School,  and  a  hantjuet,  tendered 
hy  lh(^  President  to  the  nnMuheis  of  the  Association,  was  i:i\'en  at 
the  liojiers  School  in  the  eNcninii-. 

The  celehration  of  the  fiftieth  aniii\ei->aiy  on  Jaruiary  2(), 
was  still  more  elahorate  and  coverivl  two  days  of  approjjri- 
ate  and  impressive  ser\'ices,  inchidinu,'  seivices  in  the  church, 
mock  session  of  school  in  the  'Town  Ilall,  exercistv-  at  the  school- 
house,  and  a  l)an(juet  at  llu^  'I'own  Il.dl  in  the  e\'eninii-.  Over 
/)0()  former  memhers  of  the  school  attended  tlui  various  exercises. 

Prizes  for  excellem-c  in  l'Jiiili>h  composition  are  now  annu- 
ally awarded  hy  the  Ilii^h  School  Alumni  Association,  and  in  all 
ways  they  endeavoi'  to  keep  ali\e  interest  in  the  old  school. 

Tlu!  iMlucational  Art  ('lul»  was  or;j^anized  foi-  the  purpose  of 
adorniuii'  the  walls  of  the  school  rooms  with  appropiiate  works  of 
art,  which  would  help  to  culti\ate  a  side  ot  the  chihTs  nature 
not  reached  hy  text-hooks. 

Hy  N'arious  entertainments,  thi^  societ}'  has  raiscMl  about 
$S()(),  which  has  heen  used  with  the  purpose  stated  al)o\'e,  and 
evei'y  school  room  in  town  has  at  l(>a>t  two  pictures  or  casts, 
with  properly  tintc'd  walls  tor  a  surface  hackuround.  Sonn^  of 
the  rooms  have  had  $100  expetided  by  tin;  Society  in  decoration 
and  the  results  have  been  uniforndy  irral ify in;^-. 

Draw  inu  ^vas  introduced  into  the  schools  as  a  reirular  study 
in  P)00.  Miss  (irace  (\)\'cll  was  the  first  instructor  followed  by 
Miss  Kthel  Prown,  the  present  teacher. 

The  Oxford  Schoolhouse  was  erected  in  1^90  by  the  town,

imd  is  an  excolhMit  scIidoI  ])iiil(lini:',  well  arninuod  :iik1  coin- 
iiiodioiis. 

Typewrit  ill  and  ^tcnoiirapliy,  in  tonncclion  willi  a  com- 
mercial conr.x'  of  study,  was  introduced  into  the  Iliiili  Scliool  in 
moo.     Sewinu-  was  introduced  in  IHOI. 

A  notal>le  exliil)ition  ot  the  school  work  ol  all  grades  was 
given  in  the  Spring  ot  llK)!,  and  created  great  interest. 

Through  the  liherality  ot  a  Irii'iul  ot  the  schools  in  provid- 
inj;  for  their  installation  and  maintenance,  manual  trainiiiii'  and 
cooking  wore  put  into  the  school  course  in  the  I^'all  of  11)02,  and 
ha\'e  proN'cd  extrenudy  satisfactory,  thus  rouiuliiig  out  the  course 
of  studies,  giving  the  youth  of  tlu'  town  an  opportunity  for  a 
))i'actical  education  offered  hy  tew  town>  in  the  country. 

I^'or  mori!  than  ten  years  the  children  Iroin  Sconticut  N(H'k 
liavo  heen  ti'ansported  to  tlu'  Ivogers  School,  and  recently  the 
pupil>  from  ceitain  grades  at  Oxford  and  from  the  schools  in  the 
east  part  of  the  town  have  l>oen  l)rt)Ugiit  to  the  same  xhool, 
giving  them  the  same  ad\antages  as  the  children  ol  the  \illage. 
The  experiment  has  proved  successful  :  they  enjoy  much  greater 
educational  ad\antages  than  it  would  he  po^-ihle  to  gi\e  them  in 
their  M'Ncral  localities.  They  ha\t'  a  matron  to  supei'\ise  the 
youngei"  children  during  tin;  noon  intermission,  and  (iverything 
})ossil)le  is  done  to  make  their  school  life  happy  and  prolitahle. 

The  Pease  fund  was  estahlislu'd  hy  tlu'  will  of  Ahiu^r  Pease 
who  left  certain  real  estate  and  $')000  in  |)er>onal  projX'rty  to 
provide  lor  the  education  of  the  children  living  in  the  section  of 
the  town  lying  hetweim  the  mill  pond  and  the  riser  and  com- 
monly designated  as  the  l*easo  District.  The  income  was  used 
lor  this  purpose  and  was  of  material  aid  in  maintaining  the 
school  in  thi.s  district ,  till  the  completion  of  the  Ivogers  school 
made  it  advisahle  to  close  the  school  in  this  locality,  and  give  the 
children  the  ad\antages  of  a  graded  school. 

By  a  decision  of  the  Court,  the  income  of  thi^  Pease  fund 
is  used  for  procairing  a[)paratus,  supplementary  reading,  etc., 
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aiul  is  vary  holptul  in  addinii'  to  the  school  iiicoiiio,  and  allowing 
ihc  coinniittoc  to  buy  extra  supplies  for  the  needs  of  the  schools. 
This  di\  ision  of  the  l*ease  fund  has  proved  to  he  an  advantage 
not  oidy  to  the  schools  of  the  town  in  general,  hut  indirectly 
extreniel}'  heneticial  to  the  children  of  the  l*ease  district  since  it 
has  opened  up  to  them  the  greater  educational  facilities  which 
the  Ivoiicrs  school  otters. 

Wc  have  given  credit  ahove  to  c(M-tain  faithful  and  hroad- 
niinded  citizens  who  have  in  past  yeai>  served  the  town  with  dis- 
cretion and  zeal  as  mcniixMs  ot  its  .school  connnittee.  A  notahh^ 
in.st.'ince  of  such  devotion  to  duty  is  to  he  lound  today  in  the 
person  of  floh  Ti'ipp  who  has  heen  closely  ideiUitied  with  the 
schools  of  Kairhaven  for  lifty  years,  'i'hough  not  always  upon 
the  connnittee,  yet  his  interest  has  nevei-  \\a\i'red;  he  has  seen 
the  progress  ol"  the  st-hools  li-oni  the  di>trict  >cho()l  ol  l.SoO  to  ilw. 
modern  school  of  IIK););  he  has  watched  wilh  inlerot  and  ludped 
with  valual)le  ads'ice,  and  none  moie  cut liusiasi ie  than  he  at  the 
present  high  standard  ot  our  schools. 

Among  the  distinct  educational  agencies  of  any  connnunity 
are  the  libraries  which  more  and  more  are  Indping  to  supplement 
the  training  and  education  ot  the  schixiU.  In  I^'aii'liaven  the 
di>trict  school  libraries  reierred  to  ;il)ove  were  in  general  use  in 
the  >chools,  while  e\'en  as  I'arly  as  (here  was  :i  circ'ulat ing 

library  widl  patronized.  The  b'airhaNcn  Libiary  Association 
i lu'orporated  in  ISlJl),  with  Dr.  (ieoige  At  wood  as  President  who 
held  the  position  during  the  neai  l}'  lorty  ycnirsof  its  existence,  was 
well  })atronized  and  pro\'ided  a  good  collection  of  well  chosen 
books  for  the  subsciibers.  I^'or  many  yi-ars  .M r.. AN'aricn  Delano 
contributed  toward  its  supi)ort,  and  it  was  abh;  by  ligid  ec()iu)iny 
to  exist  as  a  useful  and  dignilied  element  in  the  culture  of  the 
community  till  its  career  was  ended  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Millicent  Library,  in  1<S.S4,  the  Thalia  chd>  was  formed,  a  so- 
ciety which  produced  dramatic  performances  with  the  ])urpose 
of  aiding  the  Fairhaven  Libi-ar}'  Association,  with  the  ultimate 
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purpose  of  starting  a  l)uil(linu-  fund  for  a  town  lil)rary.  It  ron- 
derocl  timely  assistance  to  the  cause  it  favored,  and  its  career 
tliougli  brief  was  not  inglorious. 

In  1891  the  corner  stone  of  the  Milliceiit  Lihiary  Nvas  laid,  a 
huilding  which  was  phinned  as  ;i  ineujorial  to  Millicent  (Jiftord 
Uogers,  and  given  to  the  town  l)y  tlu^  cliihlren  of  Mr.  II.  II. 
Rogers,  w  ho  has  generously  proviiU'd  it  w  ith  an  ample  endownuMit 
for  its  per})etual  supi)ort.  The  Millicent  Library  w:is  dedicated 
with  appropriate  ceremony  on  January  30,  IM*,),  aiul  at  once  com- 
nuuiced  a  work  of  phenomenal  activity  and  success.  l^nshrine(l 
in  a  hcautiful  l)uilding  admii'ahly  adapted  lor  hhrary  purposes, 
managed  on  an  extremely  liberal  plan,  the  library  has  been  of 
great  value  to  Fairhaven,  to  its  citizens,  and  to  its  iiistitutions. 
()[)en  every  day  in  the  year,  with  it>  i)ri\il(\ii'es  extcuided  freely 
to  neighboring  c(tmmunities  as  well  as  to  the  town  itstdt,  it  has 
circulated  more*  book:>  per  capita  than  any  library  in  the  countr>'. 
It  has  granted  special  privilegi's  to  >chool  teacluM's  and  has 
cateicd  to  the  proper  wants  of  school  children,  and  its  inllueiice 
for. good  has  been  and  is  far  reaching  and  eminent.  The  liisl 
librarian  was  .Mr.  Hon  Stt'\'enN,  succeeded  in  HIOl  by  Mi'. 
I)rew  H.  Hall,  the  pre>ent  librarian. 

In  c-lo>ing  this  briei  account  ol  the  hi-tory  of  the  town's 
educational  agencies,  it  is  fair  to  say  that  ne\er  has  the  outlook 
for  the  schools  been  so  good  as  it  is  now  .  \\  ith  good  buildings 
NVell  e(|uii)ped,  with  taithlul  teacher>  iiitere>led  in  their  work, 
with  the  general  interest  more  and  nu)re  displayed  by  parents  in 
the  work  of  the  schools,  with  liberal  appro})riati()ns  readily 
granted  by  the  citizens  for  the  furtherance  of 'school  woi  k  on 
broad  and  progressive  lines,  the  schools  of  Fairha\en  rellect 
cre(bt  upon  the  town  and  give  })romise  ot  pro\  iding  that  oppor- 
tuniti/^  which  sluudd  be  the  heritage  of  every  }'outh  of  Anuuica. 
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
